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ZX-SENATOR PLATI’S INFLUEN CE 
_IN TIOGA COUNTY. 

@ONEY AND OFFICIAL POWER AGAINST THE 
CONVICTIONS OF HONEST REPUBLICANS 
—-DILEMMA OF CONKLING’S FRIENDS— 
CORNELL’S MANY ADVOCATES. 

Owereo, Sept. 5.—Tioga County has no 
Yocal candidate for Governor. This is a sur- 
prising state of affairs, and to some members 
of the Republican Party it is rather humiliat- 


ing. Owego has seven statesmen to every 
square rod of herterritory. They are not, to 
be sure, men of national repute, but they can 
talk politics longer and more vociferously than 
the residents of any other country town 
through which the writer has had occasion to 
pass. What they know about political events 
is certain to be known through Tioga County 
generally, for they have remarkable lungs, 
What they do not know for a certainty about 
politics would fill several large volumes, 
What they do really know is told them by ex- 
Benator Thomas C. Plait. Mr. Platt was a 
very strong man in the opinion of Tioga Re 
publicans until he resigned his seat in the 
United States Senate. When they learned 
that the telegraphic news of that event reached 
his intimate friends in Owego at 2 o’clock one 
afternoon, and that two hours later another 
dispatch came asking them to go to Albany 
and lay pipe for his re-election, the Tioga Re- 
publicans began to understand Mr. Platt bet- 
ter than ever they had understood him betore. 
When the step-ladder epoch of Mr. Platt’s 
career was reached, then the Republican senti- 
ment of Tioga was shocked beyond measure, 
and the door was coldly turned in his face, 
But for these two incidents in Mr. Platt’s 
career he might to-day have been Tioga’s can- 
didate for Governor, and for a local candidate 
he would doubtless have drawn considerable 
strength from adjacent counties. 

Ex-Senator Platt has the advantage of ex- 
Senator Conkling so far as Tioga County is 
concerned. He has friends here; Mr. Conk- 
ling has none outside of the coterie which 
looks to Mr. Platt for leadership, Owego was 
one of the few places in this State that 
Mr. Conkling condescended to visit and 
favor with a speech in the campaign 
of 1880. That speech is not regarded 
as one of the greatest efforts of his life. 
it is remembered principally asa tirade against 
the newspapers for what they had said about 
his lordship. Republicans generally who heard 
it have not since wondered at the cynical atti- 
tude of many newspapers toward Mr. Conk- 
ling. They did not form avery high opinion 
of Mr. Conkling, and the general impression 
is that he created no friendships by his visit to 
Owego. ‘rhe fact that Mr. Platt is his friend 
has done more toward giving him standing 
among Tioga Republicans than anything else. 
The fact that Mr, Conkling is opposed to Gov. 
Cornell’s renomination has made Mr. Cornell 
more friends in Tioga than his vetoes and the 
various laudable acts of his administration all 
combined. Mr. Platt and his friends have at- 
tempted to stay this tide of opinion against 
Mr. Conkling, but without appreciable success. 
Mr. Conkling is regarded as nothing more 
that a hired tool of Jay Gould. The argu- 
ment is repeatedly raised in the nightly 
discussions of the villagers, for politics 
are beginning to bubble in Tioga, that a fat 
fee is more to Mr. Conkling’s real taste than 
the welfare of the Republican Party, and that 
he never would have become leagued with 
Gould to defeat Gov. Cornell’s renomination 
bad not the Governor vetoed an elevated rail- 
road tax bili in which Gould was interested to 
the extent of hundreds of thousands of dollars, 
The thinking Republicans of Tioga, as in every 
other county along the Southern Tier, are 
gradually realizing that Jay Gould does not 
want Gov. Cornell renominated, and that 
while that sharper has nominally hired Mr. 
Conkling as his attorney, in reality he has em- 

loyed him to defeat the real choice of the 
xepublicans in this State. It is argued that 
Mr. Govld would not have spent so much 
money as wasexpended to get his railroad 
relief tax bill through the Legislature if the 
measure was not one of vital necessity to his 
elevated railroad system. It is seen how a 
bill involving such vast sums of money would 
be taken again to the Legislature another year 
by Mr. Gould. It is understood that Gov. 
Cornell has vetoed it once, and it is believed 
that he can be trusted to do it again. The 
subject of taxes is one on whick country peo- 
ple are particularly sensitive, <A feeling of 
Bympathy goes out toward the tax-payers of 
New-York City when it is understood that 
Jay Gould’s tax relief bill, if it had been 
signed, would have been the instrument to 
rob those tax-payers of hundreds of thousands 
of dollars. 

Mr. Platt, through his money, his rail- 
road, his express agents, the United States 
inail agents, and promises of patronage 
that have not always’ been fulfilled, 
still wields a large influence in Tioga 
County politics. Republicans can see 
how he will be likely to become a formidable 
weapon in Mr, Conkling’s hands in carrying 
out Jay Gould’s designs against Gov. Cornell. 
By reason of this friendship for Mr. Conkling 
he naturally becomes an enemy of Mr. Cor- 
pell’s. Ifanything were wanting tostrengthen 
the impression that this is exactly the case it 
will be found in the hostile language of his 
friends. Some of them are indiscreet enough 
to declare that they will never vote for Gov. 
Cornell if heis nominated. Mr. E, B. Geer, 
the editor of the Owego Blade, which was es- 
tablished by Mr. Platt as an organ, and was 
then by him sold out as an unprofitable ven- 
ture, is one of these gentlemen. In a New- 
York ward the ultra class of which Mr. Geer 
is a representative would be written down as 
cranks. Here they pass as quasi politicians. 
Mr. Platt does not like Gov. Cornell and would 
not probably vote for him if he was nomi- 
nated. He has too much sense to make any 
boasts about it, and therein he sets a pattern 
whice some of bis Tioga admirers do not imi- 
tate. 

The ‘‘blizd pool’ charges which were set 
on foot by Jay Gould have been read and 
pretty thoroughly digested by the people of 
Tioga County. They were received with 
many grains of allowance, and public senti- 
ment generally regarded them as a little 
*‘fishy.” The Governor’s explanation lifted 
the cloud and removed the last lingering 
doubt. The ‘“‘blind pool” issue in this cam- 
paign is a thing of the past. Mr. Piatt’s 
friends murmur ‘‘blind pool” a little and at- 
tempt to discuss it seriously, but are met with 
loud guffaws and such exclamations as, ‘‘It 
won’t do, oid fellow, you don’t believe it your- 
self’? In considering Tioga County politics, a 
distinction must be made betwecn the real sen- 
timent of Owego, which has always been muz- 
zled by the Platt machine, and that of the coun- 
try districts. While the Platt influence has 
extended through the county, its real 
strength is in Owego and in Waverly, 
the home of Second Assistant Postmaster- 
General Elmer, who is one of Mr. Piatt’s lick- 
spittles. He is credited with having threat- 
sned to remove the official heads of ali the 
country Postmasters of Tioga who do not join 
issue with the Platt-Conkling faction. It isnotso 
clear that he has any such power as this threat 
would imply. At all events, the threat is hav- 
Ing its effects, and not only the Postmasters, 
but the dozen or so mail agents who vote in 
Tioga, are afraid to breathe without his spe- 
cial consent. Tioga County office-holders are 
regarded by the residents of adjacent coun- 
ties as the most cowardly to be found in any 
section of the State. This applies not only to 
a who owe their elevation to Mr. Platt, 

ut also to the men who have received friend- 
ly aid from even the Governor himself. 

Among the rank and file in the coun- 

try towns there is no sympathy felt 
for Mr. Platt or any of his crowd. They 

rejoice in the fact that they were friends of 

Gen. Garfield, and they claim the credit of 

being the voters who gave him such a large 

majority in Tioga. Four out of every five 
Republicans in the county are admirers of 
Gen. Garfield. They can see no good reason

why the present Administration should make 
war upon Gov. Cornell. They have been 
agreeably surprised at the Governor’s course, 
and willing and even desirous that he should 
be continued in office. This disposition has 
been intensified by the belief that Jay Gould 
is anxious to get him out of office, and has 
hired Conkling and wheedled the Administra- 
tion into assisting him. Where the Republican 
Party is threatened with dismemberment by 
such @ man as Gould it is not easy for its 
thinking members to draw the fine distinction 
that does justice to every one. The effect is 
reasoned to be the same, when the Administra- 
tion, Mr. Conkling, and Jay Gould are all 
found opposed to Mr. Cornell, no matter 
whether the causes of their opposition may be 
reported to be very widely avart. 

tisapart of the political history of the 
party that the district which sent Mr. Piatt to 
Congress, and whichifelt honored when he was 
selected to be one of the Senators of this 
State, last Fall repudiated him for such an 
humble office even as member of the State 
Committee. This fact has touched the pride 
of the ex-Senator and he is filled with the 
ambition to redeem himself this year. He is 
desirous of representing the Twenty-eighth 
Congressional District once more in the Re- 
publican State Committee. It is even asserted 
that he would sacrifice his interest in the Gu- 
bernatorial question to bring this about. His 
friends in Binghamton are striving to secure 
Broome County delegates for him. His Tioga 
friends are working in the same direc- 
tion. Personally he has made no move 
yet in Tioga. One of the results of 
this inactivity is that his chosen followers are 
somewhat divided on the Gubernatorial ques- 
tion. Some of them are shouting Judge Fol- 
ger and others are talking of Mr. Wadsworth. 
No enthusiasm could be aroused in Tioga over 
Mr. Wadsworth. No real Wadsworth strength 
is prevalent here. Mr. Wadsworth is regarded 
with respect, and if he should chance to be 
nominated, would receive hearty support. 
Gov. Cornell would have the same supvort in 
his candidacy, for notwithstanding the bluster 
against him Republicans realize that unless 
their party carries New-York this Fall it is a 
settled fact that they will lose the Presidency 
in 1884, and perhaps forever thereafter, But 
Mr. Platt is not long exvected to maintain an 
attitude of dignified silence. The opposition 
to him are daily expecting the iron-bound 
money-chest to arrive, and with it the instruc- 
tions to his clique. As Presiaent of the South- 
ern Central Railroad Mr. Platt will control 
the votes of many laborers, the bulk of them 
Democrats. Mr. John N. Knapp, who was 
recently gt tea by President Arthur Col- 
lector of Internal Revenue of the Auburn 
district, is Secretary of the Southern Central. 
The twain are expected to join hands to pro- 
mote Mr. Platt’s ambitious schemes. Demo- 
crats who are employed on the railroad and 
in the various offices of the United States Ex- 
press Company, of which Mr. Platt is also 
President, will be compelled, as in years gone 
by, to present themselves at the caucuses and 
local delegations to do the bidding of their 
machine. With unlimited financial resources 
and through these various employing agencies 
it is quite possible for Mr. Platt to control the 
Tioga delegates to Saratoga this year. It is no 
new thing for threats to be used toward em- 
ployes, which have had the effect of bringing 
whole families, very unwillingly it is true, to 
his support. 

Although the prospects are so flatteringly 
favorable to the success of the Administration 
in this county the opposition is not likely to 
give up without a struggle. The boasts of cer- 
tain gentlemen who delight to ring the changes 
on the word Stalwarc that they can go 
into an opposition convention every 
time and capture it by their superior 
shrewdness are galling to men who 
know how true this has all been in the past. 
“Tf Mr. Platt’s friends show fight this year we 
are ready for them,” say the opposition. ‘If 
they are disposed to treat with us we will act 
squarely by them.’’ The Assembly Conven- 
tion will be held on the 13th inst. Four dele 

ates will be selected to go to Saratoga. There 
is a disposition to compromise matters on the’ 
part of the anti-Administration by conceding 
two of the delegates to Mr. Piatt and taking 
two who shall support Gov. Cornell. This 
proposition does not meet the approval of their 
opponents, although the Jatter say they regard 
it as a very fair one. It is conceded 
by shrewd observers that the tempta- 
tion to act treacherously would ba too 
strong to be resisted, and that the net result of 
the compromise would be the capture of all four 
delegates by the Administration, for the inter- 
ests of Mr. Platt and the Administration are 
considered identical. It is not unlikely that 
there will be an out-and-out fight for delegates. 
The anti-Administration men will enter such 
a struggle knowing that their numerical 
strength is the greater of the two factions. 
They will be urged on by the remembrance 
that the defeat of the Republican Sheriff last 
year was directly due to the Platt wing, and 
that the other Republicans on the county ticket 
had largely reduced majorities, thanks to the 
aid which the same faction gave to the Demo- 
crats. The Republican nominee for Sheriff 
should have bad a majority of between 600 and 
700, the natural Republican majority of the 
county. All this was reversed, however, 
and Sheriff Davis's majority was 635 
over the Republican. This year Mr. 
John C. Gray, who will doubtless 
be nominated County Clerk by the Republi 

cans, is a brother-in-law of Mr. Platt. Mr. H. 
J. Meade, the Republican Distriet Attorney, 

who is a candidate for re-election, is a friend 
of Mr. Platt, and so are other probable candi- 
dates of the county ticket. These circum- 
stances appear to place Mr. Platt in some- 
what of a quandary. He would naturally 
hesitate about jeopardizing his friends’ inter- 
ests. How to bridge the difficulty is general- 
ly believed to be one of the nuts which Mr. 
Platt is wondering how he shall crack as he 
sits in his Broadway office in New-York. The 
anti-Administration people do not say that 
they would retaliate by defeating these vari- 
ous candidates, as they undoubtedly could this 
Fall. They want fair play on the Guberna- 
torial question, however, or else they may 
be expected to be heard from. Tioga County 
beyond the shadow of a doubt desires to see 
some portion of its delegation support Gov. 
Cornell at Saratoga. Gov. Cornell, it is confi- 
dently predicted 4 some of the older and 
more conservative Republicans, would secure 
almost the full Republican strength for him if 
he should be renominated. It would be po- 
litical death for any of Mr. Platt’s followers 
to be discovered in any underhanded work 
against the Republican ticket. 

So great has been the agitation of the Guber- 
natorial question that the offices of Congress- 
man and Assemblyman have been dwarfed 
into insignificance. The friends of Mr. Millard, 
of Binghamton, willexpect Mr. Platt’s friends 
to secure the Tioga delegation for him if it can 
be done. In return they will try to give 
him Broome County’s delegates to reseat 
him in the State Committee. Mr. J. 
B. Floyd may be renominated for the 
Assembly. About the only — criticism 
that is heard of his course in the Assembly last 
Winter is that he was an uncommonly silent 
man foralawyer. Mr. Fioyd voted for Jay 
Gould’s elevated railroad tax relief bill, which 
the Governor felt compelled to veto in the in- 
terest of honesty, and when the whitewashing 
report was presented for the action of the 
House, Tioga’s Assemblyman was found 
neither in the negative nor in the aflirmative. 
He maintained a profound silence upon the sub- 
ject.

JEFFERSON COUNTY CAUCUSES. 

WATERTOWN, Sept. 6.—Caucuses were held 
in Jefferson County to-day for the election of 
delegates to the District and Assembly Con- 
ventions, those for the towns being held dur- 
ing the afternoon and the Watertown caucuses 
this evening. The delegates from the Hirst, 
Second, and Fourth Wards of this city were in- 


structed to vote for delegates to the State 
Convention who will favor the nomination of 
James W. Wadsworth tor Governor. In the 


Third Ward the delegates to the District Con- 
vention were instructed to vote for delegates 
who will support the renomination of the Hon. 
Charles R. Skinner for Congress and the Hon. 
L. Hunt, Jr., for Assembly. So far as 
heard from, all the delegates chosen 
to-day in the county are Wadsworth 
men, and are zealous Garfield Republicans. 
Almost without exception the feeling for 
Wadswortk - pawg to be genuine, the opposi- 
tion to Cornell and Folger as candidates being 
egually strong. The Stalwarts of the county 
are satisfied with the result, although their 
support of Wadsworth seems to be a com- 
ed rather than a spontaneous approval.

district appears to have no foundation in fact. 
Mr. Skinner was last Fall nominated without 
opposition, and was the first candidate so se- 
lected in this district for many years. 


TOMPKINS SPEAKS FOR AN UPRIGHT 
GOVERNOR. 

IrHaca, Sept. 6.—At the Republican cau- 
cus held this evening to choose delegates to the 
County Convention, the Hon. Henry W. Sage 
briefly addressed the meeting, closing as fol- 
lows: ‘Because Alonzo B, Corneil, our pres- 
ent Governor, has been our fellow-citizen, 
neighbor, and friend; because we have known 
him from his youth up in every nerve and 
fibre, and believe in, honor, and trust him; 
because in the last 30 years no Governor of 
this State has so ably and honestly performed 
his duties, so thoroughly watched and checked 
corrupt legislation, and at all points protected 
the interests of the people; and because the 
State needs the service of such men in its high- 
est places, I ask this convention to vote for the 
following resolution : 

Resolved, That the Republicans of Ithaca 
refuse to obey the orders of Jay Gould or sub- 
mit to his dictation: that his war upon Gov. 
Cornell because of his independence and firm- 
ness in the discharge of his duty and the pro- 
tection of the people from the tyranny of 
monopolists demands prompt and earnest re- 
sistance; and that, knowing well the sturdy 
integrity and unswerving honesty of Gov. 
Cornell, and thoroughly approving his just 
and able administration, we instruct our dele- 

,gates to favor his renomination, and to vote

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SCHUYLER’S DELEGATES FOR THE 
INCORRUPTIBLE GOVERNOR. 

Warkins, Sept. 6.—The three delegates 
*which Schuyler County picked to-aay to send 
to Saratoga were L. M. Gano and Daniel 
,Beach, of this village, and Col, C. W. Clan- 
harty, of Havana. There was a disposition 
on the part of the delegates, especially from 
the outlying towns, to pass resolutions indors- 
ing Gov. Cornell’s administration and pledg- 
ing the delegates to his support. It was de- 
cided, however, to make no departure from 


the long-established custom of the county, 
which has been to have an understanding with 
the delegates that they shall favor a particu- 
lar candidate, but shali not be instructed. 
The understanding this year is that Gov. 
Cornell shal: receive their votes. This is 
known to be in keeping with the preference 
of the delegates, ail of whom are personal 
friends of the Governor. Mr. Gano, although 
the village Postmaster, has been advocating 
Gov. Cornell’s renomination in the Hapress, 
of which he is editor and publisher. The 
resignation of Conkling and Platt was criti- 
cised by him a year ago in the severest lan- 
guage, and his opinions on that subject have 
not changed. Mr. Beach is a brother of 
ex-Assemblyman Lew Beach, who opposed the 
re-election of those men. Lew Beach presided 
over to-day’s convention. County Judge O. 
P. Hurd received the Schuvler delegation 
for Congress. Assemblyman Minor T. Jones, 
whose opposition to the Seneca Lake Water- 
power bili last Winter has strengthened him 
in the county, was renominated by acclama- 
tion. The sentiment of the county is strongly 
Cornell.

WYOMING FOR CORNELL. 

Warsaw, Sept. 6.—The Wyoming Coun- 
ty Republican Convention was held at War- 
saw to-day, and the following four delegates 
were elected almost unanimously to the State 
Convention: Ex-Senator Wolcott J. Hum- 
phrey, Warsaw; Assemblyman Henry M. 
Page, Perry; Ami F. Hoskins, Cowlesville, 
(brother of the Lieutenant-Governor 5) 
Thomas B. Cummings, Castile. The delega- 
tion is uninstructed, but they are for 
Cornell and Hoskins, The seven Con- 
gressional delegates are ex-Assemblymen 
George M. Palmer, Pike; J. W. Ives, 
Java; L. Hayden Ilumphrey, Warsaw; W. T. 
Hughes, Arcade; Robert Forbes, Wyoming; 
Daniel L. Shields, Eagle; David Hall, Orange- 
ville. They concede the nomination to Gen- 
esee County, and favor Tarbox as against 
Watson. In case of the nomination being 
governed by Wyoming the Hon. Wolcott J. 
Humphrey, an ex-Senator from Warsaw, 
would be their choice. Judicial Delegates—A. 
J. Lorish,*Postmaster, Attica; I, Sam Johnson, 
District Attorney, of Warsaw. They are not 
pronounced as having any choice. A resolu- 
tion favoring the Administrations of Cornell 
and Arthur was unanimously adopted,

GOV. CORNELL’S STRENGTH IN KINGS. 

The supporters of the renomination of 
Gov. Cornell in Brooklyn were much elated

O._p WestpBury, Long Island, Sept. 6.— 
At the Republican primary for the town of 
North Hempstead, held at Roslyn on Tuesday 
evening to choose delegates to the First Assem- 
bly District Convention of Queens County, to 
be held fon the 12th inst. at Roslyn, resolu- 
tions approving the administration of Gov. 
Cornell were unanimously passed, and also in 
favor of his renomination. The sentiment of 
the meeting was in favor of supporting the 
Governor for fearlessly doing his duty, and 
opposed to any movement to defeat his renomi- 
nation by disappointed politicians or railroad 


monopolists. 
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TO-DAY’S FIGHT IN LOCKPORT. 

Lockport, Sept. 6.—The Republican cau- 
cuses for District Convention delegates to 
choose delegates to the State Convention are 
to be held to-morrow afternoon and evening. 
Unusual excitement and interest exist. The 
issue is sharply Cornell and anti-Cornell, and 
but two tickets will be run. The forces of the 
latter embrace all the Administration men, 
with some who‘have heretofore opposed them. 


As opposed to Gov. Cornell, Wadsworth is 
the only candidate mentioned. This is in ac- 
cordance with the usual Gould-Conkling tac- 
tics. The anti-Cornell tickets for delegates 
bear the names of some avowed and sincere 
supporters of Wadsworth and of some who 
simply declare against Cornell (as usual with 
the Governor’s double-dealing opponents) 
without committing themselves further. The 
canvass is warm and a large vote will come 
out. The elements of the contest are so mixed 
that it is impossible to predict the result.

ELECTION DOUBIFUL. 

Waite River Junction, Vt., Sept. 6.— 
The election of the Republican nominees on 
the State and Congressional tickets in the 
First District by a handsome majority is as- 
sured. Returns have been received here from 
74 towns, which give Barstow, (Rep.,) 29,695; 
Eaton, (Dem,,) 11,843, and Martin, (Grbk.,) 
and scattering, 1,414, which gives Barstow a 
majority over all of 16,438, with 66 towns 
not heard from. The same towns gave 
Farnham, (Rep.,) in 1880, 37,766; Phelps, 
(Dem.,) 17,907, and Heath (Grbk,) 
and = scattering, 1,286, Farnham’s ma- 
jority over all being 18,573. This shows 
a decrease in the Republican majori- 
ty of about 2,100 votes. Returns from 
77 towns in the First District give 
Stewart, (Rep.,) 12,176; Redington, (Dem.,) 
4,995, and Kidder (Grbk.) and scattering, 462, 
giving Stewart a majority of 6,719, with 33 
towns not reported. 

Returns from 97 towns in the Second Dis- 
trict give Poland, (Rep.,) 10,324; Fletch- 
er, (Dem.,) 5,094; Dunbar (Grbk.) and 
scattering, 937, and Prout, 3,023, giv- 
ing Poland a majority over all of 1,280, 
with 33 towns not reported. These towns are 
mostly in Essex, Caledonia, and Orleans 
Counties. Returns to-day have decreased 
Poland’s majority below that given last night 
by about 500 votes, and grave doubts are 
entertained by his friends regarding his elec- 
tion. The town representatives in 166 towns 
give 185 Republicans, 31 Democrats, and 4 no 
choice. This already gives the Democrats 
nearly double the representatives they had in 
1880. 

Intense interest now centres in the question 
of Poland’s election, which, in the event of his 
success, will be by a very small majority.

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THE CONGRESSIONAL CAMPAIGN. 

CONTESTS IN LOUISIANA—DISSATISFIED RE- 
PUBLICANS IN ALABAMA—NOMINATIONS 
IN VARIOUS STATES. 

New-Or.eans, Sept. 6.—The Republican 
Congressional Convention of the Second Lou- 
isiana District, now represented by E, John 
Ellis, was held yesterday in the Parish of St. 
Jobn the Baptist, and Henry Demas was de 


clared the nominee. The convention, com- 


posed of 100 delegates, was made up of 92 
negroes and 8 white men. The nominee 1s 
claimed to be the blackest man in Louisiana, 
He was a plantation negro until emancipated, 
during the war. Army life gave him a chance 
to educate himself, and at the reconstruction 
he became an active leader of his people. He 
has represented his parish in the House or 
Senate for the past 12 years, and is still a 
member of the State Senate. He is a popular 
member, end conceded on all sides to be at 
once the best parliamentarian and the finest 
dressed man in the body. 

The nomination is not remarked as possess- 
ing any great significance, as it is not the in- 
tention of the Republican managers to make 
any struggle for Congress outside of the Third 
District, Senator Kellogg’s pailiwick. The 
Democratic Party is hopelessly divided in this 
district on account of the independent attitude 
of Mr. Ellis and the determination of the 
Bourbons to defeat him in the party 
convention with the Hon. William 
ae Houston, the nominee of the 
machine Democracy. Ellis, it is thought, will 
run independently, in which case he will re- 
ceive the best Conservative vote and most of 
the Republican vote, and itis understood that 
Demas will withdraw in hisfavor. Mr. Ellis 
reached home to-night, and received an enthu 
siastic’ ovation at the station from a multi- 
tude of his friends who had gone to meet him. 
He will give a public reception on Monday 
night at Exposition Hall.

BLAINE ON CIVIL SERVICE REFORM. 
HE FAVORS A SEVEN YEARS’ TENURE FOR 
SUBORDINATE OFFICIALS, 

Winterport, Me., Sept. 6.—Mr. Blaine, 
at amass-meeting held here to-day, in refer- 
ring to civil service reform, both local and 
national, said of the latter that he should be 
glad to see every Federal officer, however 
honorable his position, appointed for a specific 
period, during which he could not be 
removed except for cause, which cause should 
be specified, proved, and made a matter of 
record. Heshould be glad to see the tenure 
of all subordinate officers made longer at 
least than a Presidential term, so that 
the incoming of a new Administration would 
not be crippled or injured. Seven years 
would be a ood length fer a term 
and would effect the desired end. He did not 
believe that a life tenure would be wise, even 
if practicable, and was sure it was not prac- 
ticable, because it means pensions in the end, 
and might create a ‘privileged class,” nor 
was he sure that life-tenure insures the best, 
most faithful, and most honorable service, 
but believed a man would be a_ better 
officer if his commission should expire 
at stated periods, and his reappointment 
depend upon his efficiency. It will prove 
a far easier task to educate public opin- 
ion to the renewal of appointments to 
efficient and valuable officers, with  suffi- 
cient salary to enable them to lay by 
something for a rainy day, than it will be to 
get popular consent to life-tenures with pen- 
sions to a large civil list, constantly growing 
in number and constantly provoking opposi- 
tion inthe popular mind. Thissystem belongs 
to royalty, and he did not believe that it could 
be domesticated in this Republic, nor that 
those who agitated it could ever reach a prac- 
tical result.

NEVADA DEMOCRATIC CONVENTION, 

San Francisco, Sept. 6.—A dispatch 
from Eureka, Nev., says: ‘‘The Democratic 
State Convention at 12:30 P. 
M. today and was called to order 
DY, Der. kee Mahanney, Chairman. of 
the State Central Committee.

It resolves that the financial 
condition of the affairs of the State re- 
quires the calling of a _ constitutional 
convention to reduce expenses in the State 
and county Governments; that a Board 
of Equalization should be created; con- 
demns the efforts of the Republican 
Party to destroy the Democrats’ dominant in- 
terest in their attacks upon silver; that the 
maximum rate now permitted of 20 cents a 
mile for each ton of freight and 10 cents 
per mile for each passenger carried by 
the rvilroads within the State should 
be reduced at least one-half; that the 
Legislature should protect  iudividuals 
and localities against unjust discrimination; 
that from all nominees to the Legislature a 
pledge be exacted to carry out the passage 
of laws to regulate freights and fares; that 
Senator Fair and Congressman Cassidy are 
entitled to the thanks of their constituencies for 
their labors in Congress; that the plat- 
form adopted by the Republicans of the State 
and the candidates nominated by their 
convention at Reno, warrant the charge that 
both platform and ticket have been constituted 
at the dictation of railroad managers.

THE WARFARE IN EGPYT 
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ARABI’S TROOPS SHOWING AW IN- 
CREASED BOLDNESS. 
FIGHTING WITH BRITISH OUTPOSTS AT KAS8- 
SASIN—-NO ADVANCE EXPECTED BEFORE 
SATURDAY—THE PORTE’S PROCLAMA- 
TION AGAINST THE EGYPTIAN LEADER. 

Kassasin, Sept. 6.—The enemy are show- 
ing increased boldness, Yesterday a force of 
200 men was observed within a half hour’s 
march of the British camp. Infantry dis- 
guised as yeasants frequently fire at the Brit- 
ish vedettes. The British outposts were 
strongly reinforced to-day, and drove the 
enemy back. Lieut. Holland, of the Fifteenth 
Hussars, was wounded in the engage- 
ment. At a general parade of _ the 
troops here the men presented a fine 
serviceable appearance. The Duke of Con- 
naught’s brigade of Foot Guards will arrive 
here on Wednesday. The transport arrange- 
ments are being rapidly completed. A party 
of natives has been engaged to bury the dead, 
Only 88 invalids were sent from here to Ismai- 
lia in a week. 

IsMAILIA, Sept. 6.—No advance can be ex- 
pected before Sept. 9. 

Another regiment{has arrived here from 
Bombay. The men will be kept on board 
ship for the present. Itis estimated that the 
railway is now capable of carrying 200 tons 
of stores daily to the front. 

Port Sarp, Sept. 6.—An English train of 
300 mules was attacked near Ramses to-day by 
Bedouins, The escort of the train repulsed 
the Bedouins. Arabs have thrown carcases of 
horses and other foul matter into the Ismailia 
Canal, and it is feared the water will become 
unfit for drinking. 

CONSTANTINOPLE, Sept. 6.—The proclama- 
tion of the Porte against Arabi Pasha declares 
that the maintenance of the authority and 
prestige of the Khédive is indispensably neces- 
sary, and that the designs of Arabi Pasha jus- 
tify his being described as a rebel. Dervisch 
Pasha, Server Pasha, and Baker Pasha, and 
Sehib Effendi are to start tor Egypt on 
Saturday. 

After a conference of three hours between 
Lord Dufferin and Said Pasha to-day, the 
Anglo-Turkish military convention was in- 
formally signed. 

ALEXANDRIA, Sept. 6.—Antono Paulo, who 
was arrested on suspicion of being connected 
with a plot against the lives of Europeans, 
will be sent to Greece. He isnot a Consular 
Agent, as was at first stated. The Police have 
advised several oter suspected persons to quit 
the city. Three hundred persons, ot different 
nationalities, without visible means of liveli- 
hood have been sent away from this city by 
steamer, Many passengers who arrived ina 
Messageries Maritimes steamer to-day were 
not allowed to disembark, 

A fire broke out early this morning in the 
tue Cherif Pasha. It was caused by two ser- 
vants under notice of dismissal, 

The Council of Ministers is now engaged 
with the question of indemnifying inhabitants 
for losses sustained by incendiarism or pillage. 
It is almost certain that the Ministry will pro- 
pose to the powers to appoint an international 
commission to settle claims, the decisions of 
the commission to be final. 

The Nile has risen very high. It is re- 
ported that part of the enemy’s position at 
Kafr-el-Dwar is flooded. 

Lonpbon, Sept. 6.—A dispatch from Athens 
to Reuter’s Telegram Company says: ‘* M. 
Tricoupis, the Greek Prime Minister, teleg- 
raphed to the Greek Consul at Alexandria for 
information in regard to Antono Paulo, who 
had been arrested for connection with a 
rumored conspiracy of Greeks in Egypt. The 
Consul eed that the object of the conspira- 
cy was to massacre the Khédive and the 
Christians, and to attack the%forts; that Anto- 
no Paulo was the only Greek implicated, and 
that he was appointed Consular Agent at Siout 
in 1878, but was never formally installed. 

Ina telegram dated Ismailia, Sept. 6, Gen. 
Wolseley says: ‘‘ The enemy reconnoitred the 
English position at Kassasin Lock to-day 
with cavalry. They had no heavy guns. 
Musketry fire was exchanged with them.” A 
dispatch from Port Said states that Gen. 
Wolseley has requested the presence of a 
naval brigade in the army in order that the 
navy may share the honor of the advance, In 
compliance with this request a brigade con- 
sisting of 100 blue-jackets, 10 officers, anda 
battery of 4 Gatling guns will leave Port Said 
to-morrow for Ismailia. 

Col. Burnaby has applied for the post of 
oe Attaché to Turkish head-quarters in 
ogypt. 

it is stated that the authorities have decided 
to strengthen the fortificati¢dns of Aden at 
once. A number of heavy guns will be sent 
there. The Times, reviewing the communica- 
tion from the India Office in which the exist- 
ence of cholera at Aden is denied, says there is 
no tause to fear that cholera will be added to 
the enemies which the English have to contend 
against in Egypt. 

Paris, Sept. 6.—A coorrespondent at Is- 
mailia telegraphs that, with several English 
correspondents, he has protested against the 
additional censorship of telegrams at Port 
Said after they have passed that at head-quar- 
ters. Gen, Wolseley has promised the removal 
of the grievance. 

LONDON, Sept. 7.—A dispatch from Constan- 
tinople says: ‘‘An imperial civil commis- 
sion will leave here on a special steamer 
on Thursday for Alexandria. ervisch Pasha 
and Baker Pasha, with their staffs, will start 
on Thursday for the rendezvous in Crete. 
Turkish troops are assembling here as 
fast as possible.” Another dispatch says: 
“Orders have been sent to Suda Bay to for- 
ward the first detachment of Turkish troops 
to Egypt.” 
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. TOPICS OF INTEREST ABROAD. 
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Lonpon, Sept. 6.—The improvement in 
the health of the Archbishop of Canterbury is 
such as to permit of his removal to a different 
bed in his apartments. 


A fire occurred in the Philharmonic Theatre, 
at Islington, this morning. The roof of the 
building has fallen in, and the interior of the 
house is completely burned out. 

ATHENS, Sept. 6.—An armistice has been con- 
cluded between the Greeks and Turks on the 
Thessalian frontier, based on the status quo 
ante. Negotiations for a definite settlement 


of the dispute in regard to the frontier are 
going on. The Turks propose to compromise 
the frontier difiiculty by offering to cede three 
of the disputed places to Greece if the latter 
will cede to Turkey the remaining two. Greece 
refuses to make this concession, and will mo- 
bilize anarmy if the negotiations fail. A force 
of 4,000 men is held in readiness to join the 
troops concentrated on the frontier. 

St. PETERSBURG, Sept. 6.—A recent speech 
of Gen. Drenteln, Governor of Kieff, which 
accused the Jews of slander in asserting that 
the authorities connived at the anti-Semitic 
disorders, and advised them to give the coun- 
try a little of the inordinate love they lavish 
on money, has caused much sensation. Gen. 
Drenteln pointed out that many of the Jaws 
had been obliged to return from America, and 
were starving in Palestine; but that thev 
were better off in Russia than anywhere, if 
they only knew it. 

CONSTANTINOPLE, Sept. 6.—The Persian 
Minister here has sent a fresh note to the Porte 
demanding the arrest of the Kurdish Cnief 
Obeidullah, whose tribe is committing hostili- 
ties on the Turco-Persian frontier, and declin- 
ing on behalf of Persia all responsibility if be 
is not arrested. M. Nelidoff, the Russian Am- 
bassador, suppports the note. Obeidullah has 
made his submission to the Sultan and has 
been ordered to reside at Medina, in Arabia, 
where a pension will be allowed him. 

Paris, Sept. 6.—A number of persons be- 
longing to theso-called ‘‘ League of Patriots’’ 
last evening assaulted M. Mayer, manager of 
the Lanterne.

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DEALING WITH IRELAND. 
STEPHEN J. MEANY’S DECISIVE STEP—THA 

DISMISSED DUBLIN CONSTABLES. 
Dusiin, Sept. 6.—Acting upon instruc- 
‘tions from the American Government, Mr, 
Stephen J. Meany, the American newspaper 
correspondent who was recently arrested at 
Ennis, has taken a most decisive course for the 
purpose of testing the legality of his arrest. 
He has given notice to Mr. Purcell, resident 
magistrate at Ennis, that he surrenders his 
recognizances to be of good behavior and keep 
the peace, entered into on Aug. 11. Inhis 


communication to Mr. Purcell Mr. Meany 
says: ‘I no longer consider myself bound 
by the conditions and obligations of the 
recognizances. I cannot, as an American 
citizen, carry the «tigma of a British bonds- 
man, and, unaccused or unconvicted of 
offenses, continue the confession of lawless- 
ness thata continuance of the bonds would 
involve. 1 thus place myself in-the position I 
occupied at the Police Barracks in Ennis prior 
to the execution of my recognizances; but I 
shall for 36 hours hold myself on parole for 
our action.” Mr. Meany’s sureties have 
likewios given notice to Mr. Purcell that, at 
the instance of Mr. Meany, they refuse 
to hold themselves obligated by the bonds” 
and ask to be absolved from all further respon- 
sibility in his regard. They state that at 
Mr. Meany’s request, and by his consent, they 
are prepared, at any time within 36 hours, te 
surrender him into Police custody. It is a 
noteworthy fact that, while surrendering him- 
self to one magistrate, Mr. Meany was the 
guest of another, namely, Mr. O’Gorman, Jus- 
tice of the Peace of Bucraggy.

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LYNCH LAW IN TENNESSEE. 


A COLORED RUFFIAN HANGED BY A MOB 
FOR AN OUTRAGE. 

NASHVILLE, Tenn., Sept. 6.—Wilson Wade, 
a cdlored man, was lynched at Union City last 
night for an outrage committed fupon Mrs. Young. 
A Union City special to the Zvening Banner says 
that since last Saturday the town has been a 
seene of great excitement, cansed by a charge 
of outrage against Wade. Mrs. Young is about 4¢ 
years of age. Wade is about 22 years old. 
The arrest was made about one wmilé 
from town on the Mobile Railroad. In 
the excitement the color line was drawn, 
the blacks for protecting and the white 
for giving him a fair trial. There was 
strong evidence of both his guilt and in- 
nocence. An examination was moved bys 
the defendant’s counsel, after which Wade was 
committed to the care of the Sheriff. On hearing 
the disposition made of the case, cries from the 
crowd of “trial” were heard in deafening tones, 
and at the same time there were threets of 
lynching, whereupon the authorities agreed to 
have the trial at 1 o’clock. In the meantime, 
aid had been secretly telegraphed for from the 
Governor. Ati o'clock, in the Court-house, tbe 
trial was commenced before Esquires Love and 
Carter, with counsel for the State and the defend- 
ant. The greatest excitement prevailed. After 
hearing about 35 witnesses, argument was deferred 
until this morning, it being hoped that the miitary 
would arrive before the trial was completed. 

At 11 o’clock at night a body of from 100 to 300 
men came into town, and seized the Police 
and disarmed them. The mob proceeded 
to the Court-house, where the prisoner 
was being guarded by about 15 men, 
took the guard by surprise, and disarmed them. 
The Sheriff and one of his deputies were preseut, 
but were powerless. The mob took the negro 
and carried him about one-half mile from town, 
on the road leading west, and hanged him 
to a small elm tree in a field nearthe road. From 
appearances the mob must have stood the prisoner 
upon the fence, and, after tying the rope, pushed 
him off. Great excitement still prevails, as 
the negroes are dissatisfied, and fears of 
trouble are entertained by all. The Sheriff did all 
thatg could be expected to protect the prisoner, 
and during the highest of the excitement 
yesterday D. PD. Bell and L. D. Card- 
well made speeches appealing to the peopie 
to let the law have its course. An inquest wag 
held over the body, the verdict being that Wade 
came to his death by hanging at tae hands 
of unknown men. The body was take 
down and conveyed to town. The colore 
people, and even the father of the dead man, re- 
fused to touch it. It was buried by the authorities, 
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ACOIDENT TO THE BOSTON EXPRESS. 

Troy, Sept. 6.—The Bostcn express train on 
the Bennington and Rutland Railroad, due in the 
city at 12:30 o’clock this morning, ran off an open 
switch at East Dorset, Vt., at about 10:20 o’clock 


last night. The switch boit had been pulled out bs 
some miscreant, throwing the switch open, thoug 
the signal showed all right. The train was running 
very fast, and the engine plowed into a gravel 
bank, stones weighing hundreds of pounds being 
thrown into the tender. The cars were not injured. 
One passenger was hurt, receiving a few bruises. 
Conductor Parish was thrown over eight seats of a 
passenger coach by the shock, and was severely 
bruised about the head, and one knee was badly 
sprained and cut. H. B. Losee, the drawing-room 
ear conductor, was also bruised about the legs, 
but eseaped serious injury. Charles MacMeastet 
was the engineer. He was severely scalded by 
steam. and was badly bruised.

THE LAST ARGUMENT .IN. THE STAR 
ROUTE TRIALS BEGUN. 
INGERSOLL’S CLOSING APPEAL— THE. 
OPENING OF THE ADDRESS-OF ATTORNEY- 
GENERAL BREWSTER—ANSWERING' THE 
CRITICISMS OF THE DEFENSE. 


Wasuincton, Sept. 6.—The closing re- 
marks of Mr. Ingersoll and the. beginning of 
Attorney-General Brewster's address to the 
jury in the star route trial drew a crowd te 
the court-room to-day, and every foot of the 
floor was occupied. In the’ audience: were 
many women. Mr.. Ingersoll, in gold-bowed 
spectacles, worn to enable him to see plainly 
the manuscript.to which he frequently referred, 
had a clerical look. Among the-spectators sit- 
ting with the defendants was ex-District 
Attorney Harrington, of safe burglary notori- 
ety. Mr. Ingersoll attacked Mr. Walsh’s:testi- 
mony, not by contradictory evidence, but by 
asserting that itwas improbable and declared 
that it could not affect even one of the de- 
fendants, because all must be. acquitted if the 
scheme of conspiracy sought to be-proved by 
it did not exactly accord with the.scheme set 
out in the indictment, Having touched again 
on many of the-old'points of defense, and hay- 
ing explained to the jury that the results of 
the star route investigation were published in 
metropolitan newspapers because these papers 
were so large that economy would not permit 
their managers to fill them with true state- 
ments, he declared that the jury ought not to 
find a verdict of guilty unless the evidence 
excluded every reasonable hypothesis except 
that of gnilt. All the facts must point to 

uilf and be inconsistent with innocence, 

sefore reaching his peroration he accused the 
Government's counsel of having tried to ter- 
rorize the jury and to induce them to violate 
the law. At the end he became eloquent in 
depicting the faithful love of a wife for.-her 
accused husband, and, when he closed,-the eyes 
of many men and women ‘in the audience were 
wet with tears. 

The Attorney-General did not begin until 
after the noon recess, Very few in the court- 
room had ever heard him:speak in public, but 
all were acquainted with his high reputation 
asa lawyer and-an orator. Inthe two hours 
preceding adjournment they had ample evi- 
dence of his power and .of his earnestness as a 
prosecutor in this case. ‘‘Why am I here?’ 
he asked; ‘to see fairplay on behalf of the 
Government, that wishes no man to be con- 
victed unless he is clearly guilty.”’ But the 
Attorney-General left no room fora shadow 
of doubt about his deep and abiding 
conviction that these. defendants were guilty 
and richly deserved the punishment provided 
by jaw. At the beginning of his address he 
vindicated at some length his right to appear 
as a prosecutor in this or any other case in 
which the Government.is a party, and showed 
what had been the custom in this respect both 
in this country andin Great Britain. He very 
Beverely condemned the conduct of the defense 
from the beginning of the investigation and 
in the progress of the case, which, he said, 
had been festering with les against every 
one who stood up for the execution of the 
law. Several of the defendants, who 
satin court, came under the lash of his indigna- 
tion. Brady, while his counsel portrayed the 
horrors which surrounded the accused men in 
the severing of domestic ties and the disgrace 
of families, had, he said, always been ready 
with a laugh for a joke or a_ piece of ribaldry 
in the court-room, and Mr. Brewster declared 
that he must have the hide of a rhinoceros. 
Miner and Vaile had covered their faces and 
blubbered while Mr. Ingersoll was closing his 
address, but at the end of it they were all 
smiles. When he had seen Turner sitting at 
Brady’s elbow, eagerly assisting him and his 
counsel, he had almost regretted that Mr. 
Merrick had extended the clemency of tho 
Government tohim. ‘*They know no shame 
and bave no gratitude,” said the Attorney-Gen- 
eral. 

If any of thosein the room had expected 
that Mr. swster would favor ex-Senator 
Dorsey, f disappointed. He de- 
nounced him as the organizer of the conspir- 
acy who had called his companions into the 
combination, having the advnntage of an in- 
timacy with Brady, and a knowledge derived 
from his connection with the Post Roads Com- 
mittes of the Senate. Taking up the general 
subject of the conspiracy, he drew from the: 
evidence picture of the conception’ 
of this in Dorsey’s house, and‘ 
was supporting his legal positions by authori- 
ties when the court was adjourned. In the, 
course of his remarks he had warmly compli- 
mented the counsel for the Government—Mr. 
Ker for his indictment, Mr. Bliss for his re- 
markable gifts of industry and power to 
analyze and present the evidence, and Mr. 
Merrick for his masterly argument and the 
intrepidity and bravery with which he had 
tought the phalanx of defending lawyers 
throughout the trial. Mr. Merrick had won 
renown before, but in this case, said Mr. 
Brewster, he had added toit. The Attorney- 
General will continue to-morrow, and will 
take up the salient points of the Government’s 
ease without going into the evidence in detail. 
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MR. INGERSOLL’S: CONCLUSION. 

Wasuineton, Sept. 6.—An,audience fully 
aslarge as that of yesterday, and including a num- 
ber of ladies. assembled in the Criminal Court 
room this morning. “I think the audience is 
ready, Mr. ingersoll,” said Judge Wylie, as he took 
his seat on the bench, and Mr... ingersoll resumed 
his argument. He referred to .the-statement by S. 
W. Dorsey to Postmaster-General James, and 
commented upon the fact that the prosecution had 
not presented that statement in-evidence. 

The Court—For anything the court knows, it 
may have been a confession. 

Mr. Ingersoll—If it had been,a.confession it 
would have been here, Ifone word in, it was-in- 
consistent with the testimony it would have been 
here. 

The Court—Yes, probably it would. 

Mr. Ingersoll—That is my point. 

The Court—No man charged with crime , can: say 
that because. he did not deny it it is evidence of his 
guilt. 

Mr. Ingersoli—It.is not-evidence either way. 
But if 1am charged with.crime, and: make a writ- 
ten statement of my connection with the crime, 
and the prosecution finish the trial without show- 


ing that my statement is incorrect, it’is amoral, 
demonstration that my statement agrees with the, 
testimony. 

The Court—I don’t see anything in it. 

Mr. Ingersoll—I see a great deal in.it,.and the: 
jury may see something in it. 

The Court—The question is this, Whether the 
court is going to allowan argument to-be based 
npon a mere vacuum, wind, nothing. 

Mr. Ingersoll—That would simply be stealing tho: 
foundation of this case—vacuum. 

Then addressing himself to an examination of 
Walsh’s testimony, Mr, Ingersoll said that boiling 
this story down it amounted to this: A rich man®* 
borrowed without necessity, and a poor broker 
loaned without security. The improbability of 
this story would breed suspicion and incredulity 
itself. No man believed it; no man ever would 
believe it, and it was for the jury to say 
whether it was true or not. Mr. — In- 
gersoll then argued that, assuming Walsh's 
testimony to be true, it affected none of the de- 
fendants except Brady, and only went to show 
that he had received bribes, not that he was con- 
cerned in a eonspiracy. The same line of argu- 
ment would apply to Rerdell’s confession. It 
bound nobecy but himself, and was not a confes- 
sion of his complicity in the conspiracy. 

Mr. Ingersull then replied to the arguments of 
the prosecution based on the subject of extrava- 
ance in the star route service, ow did the jury 
now that the service was extravagant? hat- 
‘witness had appeared to swear that he would per- 
form the service tor a smaller price? The expedli- 
tion which had been complained about had been 
urged by members of Congress, and a majority of 
both houses had earnestly recommended increase 
of service and expedition. 

The Attorney-General here objected that there 
was no such evidence; that the record of the star 
route investigation had not been admitted. 

Mr. Ingersoll admitted that he had been mis- 
taken and asked leaye to withdraw his last re- 
mark. He then considered the necessity of mail 
service in the far West. The next argument used 
by the prosecution was ‘productiveness,” but that 
pt been perfectly answered. The jury had been. 

ld that it was hard to get testimony in a.con- 
poner case, and that they must be economical 
enough to put up with a little. Nomatter how 
bard it was to prove, it, must be proved, because it 
‘was much harder or should be much‘harder to 
convict a man without testimony. ; 

“The effort has been made,” continued Mr. In- 
gersoll, emphasizing every word, ‘*to terrorize.

Yet 
this prosecution, this Government, these attor- 
neys, representing the majesty of the Re- 
public, the only real republic that ever ex- 
isted, have asked you not only to violate 
the law of the land, but also the law of nature... 
They have maligned nature; they have laughed at 
mercy. They have trampled on the holiest hu- 
manities, and have even made light because a wife 
in this trial has sat by her husband’sside, There is 
a painting in the Louvre—a painting of desolation, 
of despair, and love. It represents the ‘Night of 
the Crucifixion.’ The world is wrapped in shadow, 
the stars are dead; and yet in the darkness is seen 
akneeling form. It is Mary Magdalen, with lovin 
lips and hands pressed against the bieeding feet o 
Christ. The skies were never dark enough nor 
starless enough; thestorm was never fierce enough 
nor wild enough; the quick bolts of heaven were; 
never lurid enough, and the arrows of slander ney- 
er flew thick enough to drive a_ noble 
woman from her husband’s side. [Applause.] 
And so it is in all of human speech the ho- 
liest word is ‘woman.’’’ While ‘Mr. Ingersoll 
was delivering this speech, several ladies burst 
into’tears, and Mrs. Dorsey kept her handkerchief’ 
-to her eyes forsome minutes. ‘‘ Now, gentlemen, . 
I haye examined this testimony. I have examined 
every chargo in the indictment, and every charge 
made outside of the indictment. I have shown you 
that the indictment is one thing and the evidenco 
another. I have shown you that not a single 
charge is substantiated against 8. W. Dorsey. I 
‘have demonstrated that not one charge has been 
‘established against.J. W. Dorsey—not one. Ihave 
shown you that there is no.foundation fora verdict 
of guilty against any one particular defcndant in 
this case. I have spoken, now, gentlemen, tho last 
words that will be spoken in public for my clients; 
the last words that will be spoken in public for any 
of these defendants; the last words that will be 
heard in their favor'untilI hear from the lips of 
this foreman the two eloquent words ‘not guilty.’ 
And now, thanking the court for many acts of 
personal kindness, and you, gentlemen of the jury, 
for your almost infinite patienco, I leave my clients 
with all they have, with all they love, with all who 
love them, in your hands.”’ 


THE ATTORNEY-GENERAL’S ADDRESS. 

The Attorney-General began his address 
after the usual recess with a statement as to his 
connection with the case. It was now one year 
since he had received a telegram from Attorney- 
General MacVeagh to take charge of the case, and 
to consult with Mr. Bliss in regard to its‘manage- 
ment. After consideration he had consented to 


do.so,.on condition that he discovered that it was 
acase which ought to be investigated. He had 
come to Washington and instituted the suit by 
filing an information. Out of that information the 
odious thing known as the “ star route case” had 
developed, and upon that investigation before 
Judge Cox he had come to the conclusion that it 
was a case which ought to be investigated, and 
considered that it was a duty the accused persons 
owed to themselves to demand an investigation. 
of them having been a _ Senator of 
United States, and another having 

Second Assistant Postmaster-General, 
itseemed to him that as a point of honor they 
should demand an investigation. When the in- 
formation was brought in the prosecution was told 
in tones that sounded like trumpets that all the de- 
fendants wanted was a fair examination according 
tolaw. ‘Give us an opportunity,” they said, ‘to 
go before a Grand Jury and a traverse jury. Let 
us be fairly heard and we will come here and tri- 
mere Ynecere ourselves.’’ He respected the 
men who had manhood enough to stand up and 
talk in that way. They did go before the Grand 
Jury, and the Grand Jury found an indictment, 
and now they were before a traverse jury. 
Had they shown Zeal to tell the whole truth 
and nothing but the truth? Here was the 
indictment, than which no better was ever drawn. 
He had selected Mr. Ker to draw it because he was 
determined that the best man he knew of should 
be.the manto prepare that paper, for the sake of 
\the defendants as well as of the Government. How 
had they metit? From the hour that the indict- 
ment was drawn down to the lastinstant of Mr. 
Ingersoll’s speech there had been nothing but 
carping and hypercriticism on that indictment. 
They attempted to get the jury to acquit them 
upon technical points. These were the men who 


came into court boasting that all they wauted was 
.an ggg 3 to vindicate themselyes before the 
-world. 


He wished to explain why he was here. 
‘He was here to see fair play. He was here on be- 
half of the Government that wished no man’s con- 
viction unless be were clearly guilty; tosay that 
if these men were innocent they must be acquitted ; 
to say that the Government would not have the 
law strained in the slightest degree to secure a 
conviction. 

The jury had been told in peremptory and al- 
most offensive tones that his presence here was an 
intrusion. He had heard a day ortwo since that it 
was beneath the dignity of his high office to ap- 
vear before an inferior criminal tribunal, and that 
no such thing had ever been heard of in 
the history of the Republic. This was not 
That tribunal calied 
an inferior criminal tribunal that tried a man for 
assassinating the President of the Republic! The 
affront that was put upon the dignity of this tri- 
bunal was in keeping with the whole conduct of 
the defense from the beginning. The case had 
‘been festering with lies against everybody who 
stood up here to cry out merely for the execution 
of thelaw. It had been said that no such thing 
had ever been heard of as that the Attorney-Gen- 
eral should appear in such a case, and that he was 
the subordinate of the District Attorney. It was 
no derogation of his office to say that he 
was the subordinate of any officer who 
aided in the administration of pubiic justice. 
The counsel who had claimed that the appearance 
of an Attorney-General in a criminal suit was 
without precedent could not have read their 
books. In Whartcn’s State Trials there was re- 
corded the case against an illegal privateer tried 
iu the Circuit Court of Pennsylvania, and there 
Randoiph, the first Attorney-General of the United 
States, appeared and conducted the case. In the 
same book was recorded the fact of Attorney- 
General Bradford appearing for the Government, 
and also the fact of Attorney-General Lee appear- 
inginacriminal suit. In the preliminary hearing 
before Chief-Justice Marshall, sitting as a com- 
mitting magistrate, when Aaron Burr was 
charged with treason, Attorney-General Cesar 
Rodney appeared and urged his commit- 
ment. Now, [sarcastically,] that was never 
heard of in the history of the Republic! 
It was pretty much like everything else that had 
been told the jury. Thesame was true of England. 
Yet it was said that it was beneath the dignity of 
high office to come into this “inferior court.” “If 
my place is anywhere,”’ he continued, emphasizing 
his words with strokes of his hand upon the table 
before him, ‘‘in the performance of the functions 
and duties of the high office bestowed upon me, it 
willj;be here, as it is here now, now, now. My 
_placeis here. Why? Because I want to see justice 
‘done; and, asfar as I am concerned, I am deter- 
‘minedto see it done or else surrender my office.” 

The Attorney-General said that he had-arranged 
and methodized the conduct of this case from the 
beginning. The goatee. in it, with the excep- 
tion of Mr. Bliss, he had invited. He had been de- 
termined that this case should not have an ele- 
ment of that vulgar thing called politics in it. 
He had been determined that every side 
of public sentiment—Democratic and _ Re- 
publican—should be here; that the prosecu- 
tion should be pro bono publico. He paid 
a high compliment to Messrs.. Merrick and Bliss, 
especially to the latter, for their persistence and 
_ability in presenting the case. He explained that 
he had only himself retired from official conneo- 
tion with the case with the express understanding 
that he should assist in the case, and should be 

resent-every day that it was possible for him to 
Se It:was said that he-did not understand the 
case. What was that to the defense? All 
the better for them. Did not understand 
'the case! Look at that, [placing his. hand 
Night by night and day by 
day had he trayeled hand in hand with all that 
was done in this case. What he pledged himself 
todo, he did.. He knew the case, and it was he- 
cause he knew'it that. he came here. He expressed 
his supreme-regret to see Turner sitting at the de- 
fense table and assisting the other defendants, 
after having done what he had. He might not 
have had guilty knowledge of the conspiracy, he 
might not-have-obtained.any gain or profit, except 
the possession of his oflice.

THE TELEPHONE CONVENTION. 
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REPORTS COMMITTEES 
INDUCTION, LEAKAGE, AND EARTH AND 
ATMOSPHERIC CURRENTS. 

30STON, Sept. 6.—The National Telephone 

Exchange Association held its second session this 
morning, President Jewell in the chair. The fol- 
lowing companies were represented in the conven- 
tion: American Bell, by Messrs. Phillips, Brown, 
Boyd, Doolittle, Truax, and Knight; Boston, by H. 
P. Lytle; Providence, by J. W. Duxberry; Connec- 
ticut, by Marshall Jewell, H. P. Frost, M. F. Tyler, 
and E. B. Baker; New-York City, by George P. 
Davis and W. H. Eckert; New-Jersey, by Gen. Bur- 
ney; Central New-York, by H. L. Storke; Albany, 
by A. B. Uline; Ohio, by Stone, of Cincinnati, and 
Cherry; Kentucky, by Speed and Col. Gifford; 
Philaaelpbia, by Cornish; San Francisco, by Sa- 
bine: the Southern States, by D. J. Carson; South- 
western, by Kelly, of Texas; Louisiana, by Hueck; 
Denver, by F. O. Vaille, Fay, and Beach; Detroit, 
by Jackson and Babcock; Wisconsin, by Hos- 
kins; Jowa, by Clinton and Lyons, and 
the North-western, by Gibson, of Minnesota. 
An invitation was received and accepted from the 
Providence Telephone Company to attend a Rhode 
Island clam-bake, and a committee was appointed 
to make arrangements for an excursion. The com- 
mittee to fix upon a time and place for holding the 
next annual convention reported in favor of Cin- 
cinnat!, Ohio, on the third ‘tuesday in October. 
The report was accepted and the constitutional 
time of holding the convention changed from the 
first Tuesday afterthe second Mondsy in Septem- 
ber to the time favored by the committee. Mr, 
Choate, of Washington, D. C., offered a resolution 
providing for the appointment of a general com- 
mittee to consider the advisability of holding a na- 
tional electrical convention at Washington in Jan- 
uary or February, 1834. A rambling discussion fol- 
lowed, resulting in the resolution being laid on the 
table, to be taken up later. 

T. D. Lockwood, of the Committee on.Cables and 
Subterranean Tclegraphy, read a paper giving the 
results of experiments made with underground 
wires-since the invention of telegraphy, and the 
disadvantages arising from that method of laying 
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wires. 

William F. Jackson, of Detroit, Mich., from the 
Committee on 'elephonic Supplies, described at 
some length the different appliances used in teleph- 
ony, but refrained from expressing anopinion as 
to their merits. 

W. D. Sargeant, of Brooklyn, from the Commit- 
tes on Electrical Disturbances, read a comprehen- 
sive paper treating of three subjects—leakage, 
induction, and earth and atmospheric currents— 
saying that the increasing number and length of 
wires prove the value of good insulation and con- 
ductivity. No loose or unsoldered joints should be 
tolerated-on a telephone line. The great enemies 
to long lines are induction and retardation. The 
latter appears to be the most difficult to remove. 
In so-called anti-induction cables retardation is 
most manifest. When inductive shields entire- 
ly inclose the insulated conductor the me- 
tallic current appears to remove much 
of this trouble. A cable, the longest 
in this country, has been recently,laid from Newark, 
to Jersey City,some 10 miles. The con- 
ductors in this cable change their relative posi- 
tions at every jointof about 1,000 feet, and the 
remedy seems to be effectual, conversation on a 
single grounded circuit being carried on without 
interference with others, and the sound of several 
Morse wires working from batteries and dynamos 
was searcely audible. As to earth and atmospheric 
currents, it is believed that with well-insulated 
lines of non-magnetic material a degree of perfec- 
tion may be attainable that will leave but little to 
be desired. 

On motion, the standing committees were re- 
duced by consolidation from eight to five, as fol- 
lows: Legislation, central office system, construc- 
tion and supplies, cable system and electrical dis- 
turbance, and exchange rates. An unsuccessful ef- 
fort was made'to take from the table the resolution 
providing for holding a national electrical exhibi- 
tion. No other business being before it, the con- 
vention adjourned sine die. To-morrow morning, 
at 10 o’clock, the members will make an excursion 
to Nantasket-and dine at the Nantasket House as 
guests of the American Boll Telephone Company. 

The American Bell Telephone Directors met to- 
day and declared « quarterly dividend of 3 per 
cent. Tho dividends will hereafter be 3 quarterly, 
instead of 4 semi-annually.

LOUISVILLE, Sept. 6.—The ‘Tariff’ Commis-:

:ville Leaf Tobacco'Company, read an‘argument in. 
‘favor of theremoval of the internal; revenue tax, 
on alcohol used:in.the’arts‘and ‘for ‘industrial'pur- 
+poses. He’said that such tax was excessive, un-, 
just, and prohibitory. _Theconsumption of:alcohol' 
for such;purposes:had | been-prior. to the:tax 35 per 
‘cent. of the! total, production in this.country. It 
was now only. 5’per; cent., and; produced. only 
$3,000,000 of’ revenue.’ The ‘tax: legislation-of any’ 
other country could not show an. instance.of such 
useless. and injurious taxation... It would be im- 
' possible for “the:commission to! consider the ; tariff 


question fairly without gathering some’ faets: 


and making some recommendations in _ re- 
gard to its: relation to internal revenue. 
The:use of alcohol was necessary in.almost-every 
art and manufacture, and its taxation.cramped in-’ 
dustries in hundreds of ways. Mr.. Robinson 
quoted remarks on the-question made: in the last 
session of Congress by Messrs. Hewitt,:Kelley, Car- 
lisle, Willis, and Butterworth. . The:proper remedy 
was to repeal the internal revenue tax. If the 
Tariff Commission should recommend the entire 


‘abolition of the internal revenue system it would 
be entitled to the gratitude of the whole country.’ 
A certain class of thinkers had heraided the com- 
mission to the world as being appointed for the 
sole purpose of perpetuating and increasing the 
burdens of the people, and it would be a noble- 
answer to that charge if, through measures de- 
vised by the commission, the peopie should be re- 
lieved from that remnant of the war’s miseries, 
‘called ‘‘internal revenue taxation,” : 

N. T. Depauw, engaged in the manufacture of 
plate glass at New-Albany, Ind., said that his? 
father, who had just returned from Europe,’ was, 
‘preparing a statement to be laid before the com-, 
mission. The value of the plate glass product was, 
over $1,000,000 a year. His father had invested in, 
.business, up to 1879, over $1,300,000, and up to that 
‘time the losses in the business had. been nearly, 
“$600,000, Since then the business had been, 
gradually ‘improving,.and its profits: were now 
about 8 per cent. It was-a_ business that 
required a large capital. There were many: 
secrets connected with it, and it was, therefore,’ 
very difficult to getit in apaying shape. In reply 
to questions Mr. Depauw stated that since ae 
factory was established, 10 or 11 years ago, the’ 
prices of plate glass had declined on some sizes 
‘two-thirds and on other sizes one-half. There‘ 
“were about 1,000 persons employed at his works. 
‘He thought that two-thirds of all the plate 
used’ in this country’ was made 
‘here. The importation of plate. glass had 
been keeping pace with its increased 
production here, and that was because of its cheap-: 
ness now, compared to its former price. One of 
the Loufsville-papers-this morning had stated that 
the duty. on plate glass was 11244 per cent.; but’ 
the fact was that the average rate of duty from 
1867 to 1881 was only 49 per cent, 
with the presentrate of duty on large sizes of plate 
“glass, but he. thought it should be tnereased:on the 
small: sizes. The cost of labor here was about’ 
twice as muchas in England and four times 
as much as in Belgium. If ‘the tariff were 
raised, they would have to reduce the rate 
of wages, and they could ~ not . retain 
the services of the skilled workmen, whom the 
had {mported. Their factory was well situated,, 
and they had all their raw materials cheap, and of’ 
the best quality. A reduction of the present duty 
to 25; per; cent. would stop all American plate 
glass factories. 

Matthew O’Dougherty, P. C. Carroll, and Howard 
Johnston, a committee appointed by the Irish 
Republican Club, of Louisville, presented a paper 
stating that the members of the club, knowing by 
actual experience the effects which free 
trade and a protective tariff severally had 
on the social condition of the masses 
in other countries, declared themselves unaltera- 
biy in favor of'a high protective tariff. Tho social 
condition of the masses of European working men 
was far inferior to that of American working men. 
Free trade, or any material reduction of the pres- 
ent tariff, would necessarily force American 
working men into competition with European 
working men, which competition could only 
be maintained by American working men 
being forced into tho social degradation 
of their European competitors. That would mean 
the enslavement of American labor, the pauper- 
izing of American workmen, the transfer of their 
children from the school to the factory, and of 
their wives and daughters from their homes to the 
workshops: and this would result in dividing the 
people of this country Into two classes—paupers 
and aristocrats. Mr. O’Dougherty stated that the 
club numbered 150 members, all of them natives of 
the British Isles.

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BROOKLYN BRIDGE AFFAIRS. 
pee ES aeaS 
THE WORK DONE LAST WEEK—PAINTERS 
COMPLAIN OF THEIR TASKS. 

Henry C. Murphy, President of the Board 
of Brooklyn Bridge Trustees, makes the following: 
report of the work doneon the bridge during the: 
past week: 


“IT havethe honor to state that: the work done on. 
the superstructure of the bridge and_the approaches 
during the last week is as follows: There have been. 
putin place48 top cords, 179 pins, 3 bottom cords,, 
129 posts, 16 Intermediate promenade floor beams, 
and 15 over-floor stays. Much labor has been expend-- 
ed in bringing the floor beams to eae 3 © be- 
fore erecting the trusses. The painting has been, 
urged forward whenever the weather would permit, 
and aboutthree-fourths of the roadway beams and 
cords have been. painted. °No steel has nreceived. 
The paving of the Brooklyn approach has been com- 
pleted except the intersection with Sands-street, and 
the preparing for the paving on the New-York ap-: 
proach has so far advanced that the work will be com-’ 
menced during the. coming week. Thesixth and last 
truss has been erected on the Franklin-square bridge, 
and the connections are being made.” 


At noon yesterday 125 painters, who have been 
employed painting the floor beams of the Brooklyn 
bridge, stopped work, and. notified C. C. Martin, 


the acting chief engineer, that their foreman, 
demanded too much work of them. To a Trmss 
reporter some of the men said that William B. 

Adams, their foreman, stipulated yesterday morn- 
ing that a day’s work, for which they receive $2 50, 

must be for each man to paint one side of an 

85-foot floor beam. Todo that the men declare, 

takes from 12 to 20 hours. They say it is danger- 

ous to work at a faster rate, as they are obliged to 

move-the plank on which they sit while working 

10 or 12 times in the course of the day. This 

plank is 22 feet long, and is slung lengthwise of the 
brides, underneath three of the beams. Six men 

occupy the plank, and each paints one side of a 

beam. The beams are 7% feet apart. 

Engineer Martin said to the reporter that to 
paint one of the beams was not more than 10 hours’. 
work, and green hands were able to accomplish it 
in that time. Foreman Adams, he said, was one of 
the best bridge painters in the country, and knew 
just what a dav’s work was. Mr. Martin acknowl- 
edged that it was dangerous work, and he said the 
men were paid high wages on that account. Sev- 
eral of the men, he added, had already asked him 
to take them back, and he expected them all to be 
ready fer work at 7,o0’clock this morning. They 
will all be taken back with tho exception of four 
or five of the ringleaders.

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EXAMINING GUITEAT’S BRAIN. 

WASHINGTON, Sept. 6.—Dr. Lamb on Mon- 
day reecsived the report of the microscopical ex- 
perts, Drs. Arnold, Shakespeare, and McConnell, 
containing the result of thier investigations into 
the condition of Guiteau’s brain. Aftera careful 
consideration, the report was approved by Dr. 


Lamb and sent to Philadelphia, where it will be 
published in a medical journal. The report is 
couched in language even more technical than the 
report of the surgical autopsy, and will be almost 
unintelligible to the average reader. Dr. Lamb de- 
clined to express any opinion which he may hold 
as a result of the examination, saying that from 
his position and connection with the case it 
might be given greater prominence than 
it deserved. He would say. however, 
that the position taken by Dr. Godding 
(that Guiteau was insane,) would be materially 
supported by this report. The investigation had 
been made under peculiarly favorable circum- 
stances, and the resuit would form a complete ree- 
ord of great value to brain students. The investi- 
gation, indeed, had been so complete and thor- 
ough that specialists would have great difficulty in 
finding cases which might propérly serve as a basis 
of comparison. He did not believe that the report 
would cause change of opinions as to Guiteau’s 
sanity to any great extent, but the medical frater- 
nity generally must draw their own conclusions, 
and this was the court of last resort. 


AN EXTENSIVE CAVE-IN. 
POTTSVILLE, Penn., Sept. 6.—An extensive, 
though not very serious, cave-in occurred to-day at 
Lost Creek, om the Lehigh Valley Railroad, about 
three miles trom Shenandoah.

| PROTECTING THE FOOD FISH 


‘\COMPLAINTS.AGAINST THE: LARGH 
OATCHES OF MENHADEN. 
-SENATOR .LAPHAM TAKING‘ TESTIMONY AT 
CONEY ISLAND—FISH COMMISSIONER 
BLACKFORD GIVES HIS VIEWS—THH 
ENORMOUS. MENHADEN INDUSTRY INJUR- 

ING THE SUPPLY OF FOOD FISH. 


Frequent.complaixnts have been made-during 
the past few years by fishermen and dealers in food 
fishes that the enormons-catches of menhaden 
along‘the-Atlantic.coast at ali seasons were work: 
ing cerlous injuty to the fish supply. Menhaden 
are the principal food of the striped bass, blue-fish, 
and.other sea.fishes, and since the development of 
the business of manufacturing: oil and-fertilizers 
from.menhaderw-there. has been 4 noticeable dim- 
inution of the.food fishes. Wherever the catches 
of menhaden have-been greatest the decrease in 
striped bass and blue fish has been the most 
marked. There are about 75 menhaden factories 
on the.Atlantic coast, and at least $5,000,000 is said 
to beinvested.in that industry. A bill was intro- 
duced in the last Congress by Senator Sewell, of 
New-Jersey, placing certain restrictions on the 
menhaden‘fisheries. In consequence of treaty re- 
lations with other countries in regard to coast 
fisheries, the bill was referred to the Committee on 
Foreign Relations, and a sub-committee—compris- 
ing Senators Lapham, of New-York; Miller, of 
California; Edmunds, Windom, and Morgan—was 
appointed te investigate thesubject. Sessions of 
the committee have been held at Newport, Long 
Branch, and Atlantic City, and on Tuesday Sen- 
ator Lapham began taking testimony at the Hotel 
Brighton, Coney Island. Several gentlemen were 
examined on Wednesday and yesterday, and con- 
siderable interesting testimony was obtained. 

Eugene G. Blaekford, the well-known Fulton Mar- 
ket dealer and amember of the Fish Conimission 


of this State, was examined yesterday afternoon, 
He stated that he had been in the wholesale fish 
business for 16 years, during which time he had 
carefully observed and studied the habits of fish in 
American waters. Various complaints had been 
made to him fn his official capaeity that menhaden 
fishermen were taking food fishes and perryiae 
them to-the factories to be manufactured into ol 
and scrap. He had been unable to do anything iu 
the matter, however, because there was no law ap- 
plying to such cases. Up to the last two or three 
years the menhaden industry had been expanding 
greatly, but recently a steady decrease had_ been 
observed in all of the places where the yield used 
to be the greatest. In’ some places it seemed ta 
have become practically exhausted; this = 
especially the case off the coast o 
Maine. Striped bass had become scarcd 
“all along the Atlanticcoast. Mr. Blackford said ha 
knew of several instances where the menhaden 
fishermen had caugnt schools of food fishes and 
brought them to market. inthe early Fall of is8st 
there was an unusually large catch, and four ot 
more vessels-came to Fulton Market with about 
200,000 pounds, nearly all of which was weak-fish. 
Owing to the warm weather at that time only about 
aquarter of this large catch was placed on the 
market. The remainder was taken totho men- 
haden factories and made into oil and fertilizers. 

Senator Lapbam inquired whether food fish were 
desirable for the purposes of the menhaden fac- 
tories, and Mr. Blaekford answered that, as a rule, 
eer were not, but the blue-fish or weak-fish caught 
in the Fall were very fat. 

Senator Lapham—Upon what food do the men- 
haden feed ? 

‘ Mr. Blackford—The food of the menhaden, as 
“far as has been investigated, has been found to be 
generally a sort of jelly-fish. In conversations 
with J. Carson Brevoort I have often heard him 
speak of finding jeily-fish in the stomachs of men- 
haden. 

Senator Lapham—<About what time do the men- 
haden first appear? 

Mr. Blackford—They appear on the Long Island 
shore between Aprilland May 1. They are then 
inspawn. About two months after that we find 
large quantities of menhaden ahbeut an inch long. 
I have noticed that menhaden have spawn in them 
about May 1. 

Mr. Blackford went: on to say that he had little in- 
formation as to the exact time of the spawning of 
blue-fish. The young blue-fish, or “* snappers,”’ were 
just now making their appearance off this ceast. 
Blue-fish, it was believed, spawned somewhere be- 
tween July 1 and Aug. 15. They were caught prior 
tothat period, however. Blue-fish from 2 to 3 
inches long were found about 60 days after they 
were seen in spawn in their ripest form. The 
young shad would hatch outin about 48 hours after 
-the egg was impregnated. The effect of the great 
amount of menhaden fishing now carried on, Mr. 
Blackford remarked, was to break up the schools 
of fish which were foliowed by the striped bass and 
the blue-fish, and it had a tendency to make them 
seek other feeding grounds. The striped bass 
were very‘voracious feeders on menhaden. Tive 
or six years ago, late in the Fall, large quantities 
of striped bass were caught, and frequently 20,000 
pounds were brought to Fulton Market each day. 
Year by year the yield of this kind of fish had 
steadily diminished. 

Senator Lapham—What legislation, in your opin- 
ion, would be desirable with reference to this de 
cline of the food fisheries? 

. Mr. Blackford—I would like to see a law enacted 
prohibiting the catching of menhaden from April 
1 until July 1, or such other dates as this commit- 
tee may find, upon investigation, to fairly embrace 
the spawning season cf the menhaden. 
think that such a law would protect ail 
interests and would do the least injury to 
those who are interested in the taking of menha- 
den. Many of the mennaden fishermen are of the 
opinion that such a measure would be wise. 

P a Lapham—Are menbaden ever used for 
‘ood? 

Mr. Blackford—Well, I have eaten menhaden, but 
I must confess I do not like them. They are only 
sold in market for food at times when there is a 
scarcity of other fish. Mr. Blackford said there 
had been a slight diminution in the quantity of 
biue-fish, but nothing very marked. Fresh mack- 
erel were caught in much the same way 
as menhaden. he catch of mackerel this 
year had been the largest of any 
single season in 20 years. The most noticeable de- 
crease in the fish supply at present was in striped 
bass. This fish was, next to the salmon, the most 
desirable fish in market. Menhaden were the most 
taking bait for striped bass,as weil as for blue- 
fish. Mackerel fishing was not affected at all by 
the menhaden fishery, for mackerel did not feed 
on menhaden. They ate jelly-fish.and, at certain 
seasons of the year, a species of red sea-weed, 
called by fishermen ‘‘ cayenne,” from its pepperish 
qualities and taste. The spawning season for 
striped bass varied very much. In the early Spring 
they were found in the Chesapeake Bay with their 
roe very much advanced, and in the Fall they 
were found off the Long Island coast. Mr. Black- 
ford thought the prohibition of the catching of 
menhaden prior to July 1 would not impair the 
menhaden industry. He believed that after one or 
two years the increased catch would more than 
make up for the shortness of the:season. The per- 
centage of oil obtained from menhaden taken 
early was very small, 

Senator Lapham stated that the bill under which 
the investigation was being conducted provided 
for an absolute prohibition of the practiee of 
catching menhaden with the present appliances 
(purse-nets) within 20 miles of the Atlantic coast. 
Mr. Blackford suggested that if purse-nets were 
prohibited the mackerel fishery would be inter- 
fered with. He added that he desired to see legis- 
lative protection given to all fish during the spawn- 
ing season. 

Samuel B. Miller, President of the Fulton Market 
Fish-mongers’ Association, said'that last year blue- 
fish left these waters for want of food, and striped 
bass were scarcer than ever before. In answer to 
the claim made by menhaden fishermen that ft 
spoiled their nets to catch blue-fish, Mr. Miller said 
it was undoubtedly true that if a blue-fish made a 
dive to get out of a menhaden net, the fish could 
cut the net with its teeth. Caleb Haley, of Fulton 
Market,‘acreed substantially with what wassaid b 
Messrs. Blackford and Miller. Oscar O. Fried- 
lander, President of the Menhaden Fishermen’s 
Association, and Capt. Simeon S. Hawkins, took 
the ‘ground that the menhaden industry was not 
detrimental to the food fisheries. Capt. Hawkins 
said that out of 21,000,000 pounds of menhaden 
brought to his factories there had _ not been a ton 
of food fish. The menhaden cost the factory men 
about $1 50 per thousand, and the food fish wera 
worth $18 and $20 per thousand, so there were not 
many food fish manufactured into oll and fertiliz. 
ers. Senator Lapham will probably not take any 
more testimony on this gubbjoct at present. The 
evidence already obtained will be written out and 
submitted to the other members of the sub-come 
mittee in Washington.

THE STRUGGLE FOR LIFE 


— 
OPENING OF THE NEW-ENGLAND 
MECHANICS’ INSTITUTE. 
ABDRESS BY EDWARD ATKINSON—AMERI- 
CANS LIVING ON AN AVERAGE OF FIFTY 
CENTS A DAY—WORDS OF ADVICE TO 

MANUFACTURER AND MECHANIC. 


Boston, Sept. 6,—The second annual exhibi- 
tion fair of the New-England Manufacturers’ and 
Mechanics’ Institute was formally opened this 
forenoon at the Exhibition Building, in Huntington- 
avenue, in the presence of a large number of per- 
sons, embracing prominent members of the clergy, 
State and city officials, Army and Nayy officers, 
&c. The opening ceremonies took place in the 
new music hall, constructed in the front gallery. 
The exercises began shortly after 11 o’clock, upon 
the arrival of Goy. Long and guests. The Rev. 
Brooks Hereford offered prayer, and President 
Little, in a few introductory remarks, introduced 
Goy. Long, who formally opened the exhibition. 

Mr. Edward Atkinson, the speaker of the 
flay, delivered a long address devoted to a re- 
view of the purposes and methods of the asso- 
ciation. ‘‘Itis a matter of necessity and always 
will be,” he said, “that by far the larger 
part of the community—at least nine out of ten, 
probably more—shall earn their daily bread by 
their daily work. The true end to be sought, there- 
fore, is to make that daily work less arduous. It 
isnot of much consequence that dollars shall be 
more plenty if each dollar will buy more in this 
year than it did in the last. I shall presently prove 
to you that the measure of comfort which 
pach man, woman, and child can yet en- 
joy on the average, even in this prosper- 
ous land, must come within what half a 
dollar a day—possibly, not even probably, ¢0 cents 


—will buy at present prices. Different economists 
have varied inthe computation of the value of 
annual product in such measure that their esti- 
mates, applied to our present population, would 
range from seventy-five hundred to ten thousand 
million dollars, I have adopted the latter, which 
gives half a dollar a day to each man, woman, and 
child. We now number about fifty-four millions, 
or we shall reach that number very soon. The 
following table will show how rapidly an addition 
of products to the yalue of 5 cents a day per 
capita increases the gross annual product: 

At35 cents per day our annual product is.$6,898,500,000 
At 40 cents per day ourannual product is. 7,884,000,006 
At 45 cents per day our annuai productis. 8,869,500,000 
At 50 cents per day ourannual product is. 9,855,000,0v0 
At 55 cents per day our annual product {s.10,840,500,000 
At 60 cents per day our annual product ts.11,826,000,000 
At 65 cents per day our annual product is. 12, 811,500,600 
At 70 cents per day our annual product is.13,797,000,000 

** Even the whole waste and cost of war must come 
from each year’s product during the war itself, 
except such munitions as may be borrowed from 
other countries. Debt incurred for war merely 
defers payment. The first question of wages is a 
question of quantity: How much is there pro- 
duced? The seeond question is the question of 
price: What is the product worth? The thirdiques- 
tion is the question of distribution: What share 
of the product at its price does the workman re- 
ceive? The wages fund is not the quantity of 
things previously produced, but itis substantially 
the quantity produced at the time or in the year in 
which the work is done. 

‘ Fifty cents a day is very surely the average 
measure of the subsistence, savings, and taxes of 
each person. One dollar a day for each adult, $2 
a day for each tamily group of two adults and two 
children, is the limit, because there is probably no 
more to buy. By so much assomeof you enjoy 
more® others must have less. What have each of 
you done, what are you doing now, to entitle you 
to more than what half adoilar a day will pay for 
in food and fuel, shelter and clothing? Are you 
rendering service equivalent to your greater gain ? 
Are you engaged in useful work by which the 
ubundance of things is increased and the general 
struggle for life made easier? This measure of 
subsistence is, indeed, very limited: but only those 
can be permanently helped to enlarge it who can 
heip themselves, and few have done more to estab- 
lish the practical arts upon a scientific basis, by 
which abundance may be increased, than the men 
who remain in charge of this work, and who con- 
trol and direct the work of this associa- 
tion. The small minority of people who 
can become the possessors of capital in 
any rge measure, even in this great and pros- 

Nation, must justify the leisure which they 
ir fathers have earned by the use which 
ke of the time and means at their disposal. 
The material welfare of the people depends not 
upen one but upon two factors, each the neces- 
sary complement of the other, an abundant pro- 
duction anda quick and equal distribution. Bad 
institfitions, the unwarranted interference of stat- 
utes with individual rights, the abuse of the power 
of taxation, the waste of public money, the crea- 
tion of aclass of public spendthrifts who fatten 
upon the labor of a people under the forms of law, 
ignorance among great masses, and incapacity to 
adopt the new industrial methods which every 
day assume new forms, may, eyenin this country 
as in all others, interfere with equitable distribu- 
tion and promote scarcity. Witness the burden 
of the standing armies and of the privileges of the 
few in other countries, to which I shall presently 
call your attention more directly. True, we are 
free from these special evils, but let us ask our- 
selves how long can we bear without moral, men- 
tal, and material degradation the corruption of 
the civil service, the spoils system in politics, and 
the abuses of the power of taxation in cities, 
States, and Nation which are not only a conse- 
quence, but a most potent cause of civil service 
corruption %”" 

Continuing, Mr. Atkinson discussed the aifii- 
culties in the way of determining the measure of 
the country’s annual product in terms of money, 
with reference to the proportion spent for sub- 
sistence. He inyeighed strongly against waste 
among the people. “‘There is but one way,” he 
said, “by which to make the struggle for life 
easier. That is through such instruetion as will 
develop brain and hand together, so that the pur- 
chasing power of each dollar may be increased. 
Save the waste of labor and the waste of product. 
Weare the most wasteful Nation in the world; 
and onereason is, that, even.at our present meas- 
ure of product, there is vastly greater abundance 
here than there is anywhere else.’’ The speaker 
dwelt upon the value of economy in little things— 
by fractions. To intelligentaction in this line he 
looked for the working of wonders. 

Considering the subject in another light, he 
further said: ‘* And now I beg to present to youa 
proposition which is very far-reaching, very subtle, 
and of very wide application, but which is seldom 
considered unless attention is almost forced to it. 

tisthis: Solong as freedom of contract {s not 
restricted or obstructed by statute law, so long as 
jaws are enacted only for the enforcement of jus- 
tice and order, the prevention of crime, and pun- 
Ishment of fraud, and the accomplishment of pur- 
poses which cannot be worked by individuals, it 
will be found that high wages or earnings are 
almost the necessary correlative of low 
cost of production, and not, as is so com- 
monly assumed, that low cost can only 
be compassed by way of low wages. 
This seems a paradox; yet it is elementary, and it 
is within the observation-of every one cf you here 
present; from your own experience you can prove 
or disprove this proposition. It simply needs to be 
borne in mind that the annual profits of capital 
and the annual wages of labor are both derived 
alike from the annual product. The more effective 
the capitalin the form of machinery, the less the 
number of persons required, the higher the wages. 
The more skill on the part of the persons who 
operate the machinery, still again the less the num- 
ber required and the higher the wages. The more 
effective the capital, the lesser the proportion 
which the capitalist will secure in order to make 
good interest upon hisinvestment. The more ade- 
quate the skill, the larger proportion will the 
laborer attain. The more effective the application 
both of capital and of labor, the larger both the 
profit and the share of the laborer. And when this 
product is converted into terms of money, or what 
money will buy, the higher the price of wages and 
the lower the cost of the production. 

** It therefore follows thatthe rate of wages or 
earnings of the masses of the people who are of 
necessity engaged in their daily work for thelr 
daily bread will be high orlow (always assuming 
an honest specie standard for the money in which 
the sum of wages is to be expressed :) 

“ Firet—According to the conditions and re- 
sources of the country in which the laboris exerted; 

** Second—According to the freedom of that 
country from statutes under which the liberty of 
the individual is restricted. 

“ Third—According to the freedom of that 
country from the imposition of taxes by whicha 
large portion of the products of labor are diverted 
from the remuneration either of labor or capital, 
and are applied to what may be named (for the 
zon of this consideration) destructive tax- 
ation. 

“Of the first two conditions I need not speak at 
length, but I may call your attention to our para- 
mount advantage in respect tothe third. There 
are two kinds of work to whichthe proceeds of 
taxes are, or may be, applied: 

“ First, constructive work which the municipal- 
jty, the State, orthe Nation can perform better 
than the individual, such asthe making of com- 
mon highways, the maintenance of common 
schools, the postal service, and some other simple 
functions distinct from the administration of jus- 
tice or other administrative functions of Govern- 
ment. In this country 6ven the support of 
the Army may be included in the constructive 
work of government, because it is our good for- 
tune to need an Army only to serve as a border 

olice and for the protection of settlers engaged 
n increasing the general product. But if we com- 
pare our condition with that of those States of Eu- 
rope which are called civilized we finda marked 
difference. In such States. for various:reasons, a 
very large proportion of the annual product of 
labor is taken from the people in the form of taxes, 
and 1s applied either to sustain special privileges or 
merely to the destructive purposes of war.” 

In his closing sentences the speaker declared that 
the New-Engiand Manufacturers ‘and Mechanics’ 
Institute was entering upon a field where a great 
work is to be found. The institution, he said, was 
at least certain to serve as an example which 
“must be followed in New-Engiand even if no- 
where else.” He added: ‘‘If we are to maintain 
our relative position in competition with our sister 
States, we can only do so by compensating for our 

-lack of natural resources by the perfection of our 
methods of instruction in the application of sci- 
ence to the usefularts. In sustaining these institu- 
tions you can justify yourselves for the possession 
of more.than 50 cents a day for each member of your 
families by the investment which you may make of 
your surplus wealth. To do unto others as you 
would be done by is to help others to help tbhem- 
selves. To give alms may be dangerous, and at 
best can only palliate the evils and wrongs of so- 


ciety. To relieve want by State charity may only 
promote pauperism. Yet give alms we must, and 
sustain charitable institutions we are compelled to, 
because we are subjected to the incoming of the 
poor and incapable of other lands. But from our 
children and our children’s children even unto the 
third and fourth generation we may remove the 
doom of the ancient law, and we may assure them 
the reward of the faithful steward by developing 


hand and head together in their application to use- 
ful service.”

DISCUSSING SOCIAL SCIENCE. 
ee 2 See, 
THE PAPERS READ BEF@RE THE ASSOCIATION 
YESTERDAY AT SANATOGA. 

SaratToGa, N. Y., Sept. 6.—In the Social 
Science Association to-day Dr. Walter Channing, 
of Boston, read a paper in which he presented some 
social questions for Health Boards. He spoke of 
the need of better physical training for girls asa 
subject worthy earnest aftention. ‘The servant 
girl question,” said the doctor, “tis one of the 
questions of the hour, and I fear we shall not solve 
it until we learn more clearly to recognize social 
distinctions and teach our young girls that house- 
hold labor is both respectable and dignified, 

Dr. Channing's communication was followed by 
& communication on the same subject by Dr. 
Henry B. Baker, Secretary of the Michigan Board 
of Health. He urged the appointment of a com- 
mission which shal! systematize and utilize the 
vital statistics in the United States census, and all 


the information now collected by all the Govern- 
ment departments. 

These papers were briefly discussed by Secretary 
Sanborn and Leroy Parker, President of the Michi- 
gan Board of Health. Dr. A. N. Blodgett, of sos- 
ton, read a paper on the ‘* Management of Chronic 
Inebriates and Insane Drunkaras.” Dr. Walter 
Channing and Prof. Francis Wayland discussed 
Dr. Blodgett’s paper. Prof. Wayland said that the 
subject was one of the most important ever 
brought before the association. He said if the sta- 
tistics of the number of drunkards between the 
ages of 15 and 18 could be secured the result would 
be alarming. He said that a Police Justice of New- 
Haven had told him he had an average of one such 
minor drunkard before him weekly. Places should 
be vrovided where confirmed drunkards can be 
kept confined unti! they are cured, even if they are 
kept there for life. 

Judge A. P. Peabody, of New-York, said the 
present treatment of confirmed drunkards is im- 
perfect. There are times when a drunkara must 
be physically confined, but moral treatment must 
also be used. He said the progress made in the 
treatment of the chronicinsane from the time when 
they were kept chained in ceils to the present time 
is no greater than progress requires to be made in 
the treatment of inebriates. 

The Rev. 8. 1. Prime, of the New-York Odserver, 
said that drunkenness is a crime, und he protested 
against its being called a disease. He said the best 
remedy the State can apply is to prohibit the sale 
of liquor, which produces intemperance.

Mr. Kerrer has appeared before his con- 
stituents and made the opening speech of 
what promises to be a very lively campaign.

The Tariff Commission seems to be gath- 
ering much the same sort of testimony in 
the West that it received in the East.

Crockery-makers want a higher duty 
on their wares, though they have prospered 
while wages have gone down under the 
present rate. Jror and steel makers come 
forward to state that they will be ruined if 
the duty be reduced on their products, 
though the present duty is very much 
higher in proportion to the value than it 
was when first levied. Grocers and steam- 
boat men want the sugar duty retained, be- 
cause they deal with the South and not 
with Cuba. And so on with the long list of 
tradesmen who imagine that it is the duty 
of Congress to compel the consumer to sup- 
port and enrich all who have the impudence 
to ask for it. But occasionally in the 
West, as in the East, a manufacturer ap- 
pears who has the sense to see that a 
candle cannot be burned economically at 
both ends. In Cincinnati a shoe manufac- 
turer asked for free kid and goat skins, 
promising that with them a market could 
be found here for the millions of dollars’ 
worth of sole leather now sent abroad every 
year, while our shoes would be sent to the 
countries south of us, to the general profit of 
all concerned.

ANTI-CORNELL TACTICS. 
Nothing is more noticeable in the desperate 


campaign which the ‘‘ machine’’ is making 
against the renomination of Gov. CORNELL 
than the bad faith, not to say the duplicity, with 
which it is waged. From beginning to end 
in its motives and its methods there is noth- 
ing fair and above board in the whole busi- 
ness.

He showed 
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proof of low cost, and we may command 
the commerce of the world if we so elect.”’ 

There can be no doubt of the general 
soundness of this position. While our high 
wages are to some extent fictitious and de- 


lusive on account of a high cost of living 
artificially produced, the normal standard is 
above that of countries less favorably situ- 
ated. It is so from causes inherent in the 
condition of the country, the general char- 
acter of the Government and its policy, and 
the quality and industriai training of the 
population. It is not so and cannot be 
made so by virtue of any restriction upon 
the interchange of commodities with other 
countries. On the contrary, such restriction 
only tends to counteract the advantages 
which we possess for cheap production 
and consequent high wages, and to diminish 
the purchasing power of the wages earned. 
It prevents us from getting that command 
of the commerce of the world to which our 
advantages entitle us. Mr. AvTkKrNsON 
would have done well to impress this some- 
what more pointedly upon the minds of : the 
manufacturers of Massachusetts who still 
think they need to be protected by a restric- 
tion upon trade with the rest of the world. 


He did give some attention to the injurious 
effects of unnecessary taxation, which is 
only less malign in its influence than that 
which he calls ‘‘ destructive.’’ In a general 
way, Mr. ArKrnson computes the amount of 
annual production in this country at $10,- 
000,000,000, which allows only about fifty 
cents a day as the average for each living 
person. Nine-tenths of this amount is used, 
up inconsumption, leaving only $1,000,000,-. 
000 as the saving for all purposes. Accord- 
ing to the most trustworthy estimates the 
total of all taxation, national, State, and 
municipal, is not less than $700,000,000 an- 
nually—7 per cent. of the entire production 
and 70 per cent. of the surplus in excess of: 
consumption. A hundred million, therefore, 
of unnecessary taxation is the appropriation 
needlessly of 1 per cent. of the entire pro-: 
duction of labor and capital, or 10 per cent. 
of their net earnings. When we consider 
the importance of small fractions and nar-: 
row margins in the industrial operations of, 
a country, and the very low average amount 
that accrues from production to each indi- 
vidual, we can easily conceive how great a 
burden this may be upon the lives and en- 
people.

SavaGE, who acted for years as 
Col. Cusnona’s deputy, and whose 
character and motives are equally above the 
reach of suspicion; by the testimony of Mr, 
GEHLEN, late repairer to the Museum, and 
of Mr. Cox, the photographer of the in- 
stitution; by the very damaging affidavits of 
two minor employes who were discharged 
for indiscreet frankness, and by the 
results of the personal investigations of 
the editor of the Century magazine. 
These by no means exhaust the list of wit- 
nesses who could be called to sustain the 
charges made against the personal honesty of 
the Director of the: Museum and his ma- 
nipulations of the collection which goes by 
his name. But they are enough to leave 
no excuse for the stale pretense that 
this is a mere quarrel between a “ deal- 
er’ in antiquities on the one hand and 
a successful excavator and discoverer on the 
other. ItisCol. CesNo“a who isthe ‘‘dealer’’ 
in the present case, and one of the questions 
to be decided is whether he has been guilty 
of obtaining money for his wares on false 
pretenses. We commend to the attention 
of the numerous friends and supporters of 
the Metropolitan Museum of Art whoare set- 
tling down once more to their ordinary 
business the immediate necessity of taking 
measures to finally dispose of the long and 
acrid controversy over CEsNOLA and his 
collection. 


THE ORGAN WAR. 


‘ The United ‘Presbyterian denomination is 
one of the most intricate sects now in exist- 
ence, being made up of a large variety of 
formerly opposing sects, each one of which 
had its peculiar creed. To fully understand 
the present crisis in the United Presbyterian 
body some slight knowledge of the United 
Presbyterian genealogy is necessary. Some 
time in the last century one Ricnarp Cam- 
ERON, a pious Scotchman,.invented the Re- 
formed Presbyterians, and a few years later 
another pious Scotchman invented the As- 
sociate Presbyterians. Each of these de- 
nominations subdivided itself into two other 
varieties of Presbyterians, and all the four 
varieties were before long represented in 
this country by emigrant Scotchmen and 
their descendants, 

Not many years ago certain of the Re- 
formed Presbyterians in the United States 
joined with certain of the Associate Presby- 
terians and organized a new sect, namely, 
the Associate Reformed Presbyterians. This 
led to the conviction among the more intelli- 
gent members of the Reformed, the Associ- 
ate, and the Associate Reformed bodies that 
too many kinds of Presbyterians might have 
a tendency to spoil the Calvinistic broth, 
and the result of this conviction was the 
union of most of the members of the sects 
already mentioned, and the formation of the 
United Presbyterian denomination. 

The 
course, 





new denomination inherited, of 
nearly all of the peculiar beliefs of 
its component sects. As they had one and 
all opposed the use of musical instruments 
in divine worship, the United Presbyterians 
necessarily renounced the organ and all its 
pipes. Nevertheless, there grew up a strong 
party among the United Presbyterians in 
favor of organs, and at the last meeting: of 
the highest ecclesiastical court of the de- 
nomination the law forbidding the use of 
instruments in public worship was repealed 
by a very narrow majority. 

The organ party, filled with joy, at once 
proceeded to buy organs large and.small and 
set them up in their meeting-houses. But 
they were not to enjoy a peaceful triumph. 
The enemies of the organ claimed that the 
repeal of the law against instruments had 
been unfairly carried, and they consulted 
several eminent lawyers. The latter have 
just given their decision, and to the dismay 
of the organ party they have pronounced the 
repeal of the law: unconstitutional. Of 
course, this is simply the opinion of certain 
lawyers, but there is a strong probability 
that the repeal of the law will be recon- 
sidered at the next meeting of the Synod, 
and that the opinion of the lawyers will be 
sustained. Meanwhile the United Presby- 
terians are in a state of high excitement, 
and during the coming year the pro-organ 
and anti-organ parties will carry on their 
dispute with all the enthusiasm and stub- 
bornness characteristic of Scotch piety. 


The opposers of the organ maintain that 
the moment an organ is admitted within the 
more or less sacred walls of a meeting-ehouse 
it may be logically followed by a brass band 
or by THomas’s orchestra. If one musical 
instrument is permissible, sois another. If 
it is proper to worship Gop with an organ 
it is proper to worship him with a trombone 
or a pair of kettle-drums, and the only way 


in which to successfully defend the meet-: 


ing-house against GILMORE or THOMAS is 
to keep out the organ. Furthermore, they 
maintain that the organ, being a machine for 
praising Gop, does not differ in principle 
from the Buddhist praying-machine, 
and that if it is lawful to use 
the one it is lawful to use the other. » They 
see in imagination a vast train of evils fol- 
lowing the introduction of the organ. If the 
singing of psalms is to be accompanied by 
instrumental music they are confident that 
in time the minister’s prayers and sermon 


will also be provided with a musical accom- 
paniment, and public worship according to. 


the United Presbyterian form will become 
indistinguishable from the performance of a 
profane oratorio, or even an unspeakably 
wicked opera. In short, they believe that 
the organ is a Pandora’s box filled with as- 
sorted heresies and Popish blasphemies, and 
that the United Presbyterian sect is doomed 
to dissolution if organs are to be authorized 
by its highest court. 

On the other hand, the friends of the 
organ claim that it is not to be used asa 
labor-saving machine to relieve a congrega- 
tion of the duty of singing praises, but as a 
means of assisting singers to sing in time, 
and of supplementing the occasional weak- 
ness of the human throat. They appeal to 
the example of the Jews, who used trum- 
pets, ‘‘instruments of seven strings,’’ and 
harps in the temple service, and of King 
Davip himself, who was an eminent harp- 
player. It must be confessed that this latter 
argument has little weight with the anti- 
organ Presbyterians, who reply that King 
Davin’s example. if followed in all 


matters, would lead to very unsatisfac- 
tory results, and that if Davip played 
the harp so badly that Saut in a moment of 
exasperation compelled him to stop by 
throwing a javelin at him, the royal harpist 
cannot be quoted as an authority in church 
music. The only really strong ground taken 
by the pro-organ party is that the organ is 
no more immoral than a pitch-pipe, and 
that inasmuch as the anti-organists use the 
latter in public worship they cannot con- 
sistently find fault with the former. 

What will be the final decision as to or- 
gans cannot be predicted with certainty, but 
it seems only too probable that the organ 
question will rend the United Presbyterians 
into at least two more Presbyterian sects, and 
that it may before long be resolved into its 
original elements of Reformed, Associate, 
and Associate Reformed Presbyterians. 


The skillful handling of the Egyptian artil- 
lery in the pending campaign is afresh proof of 
the Oriental’s imitative power and his aptitude 
forlearning the ways of civilized warfare. In- 
deed, for more thana century back the artillery 
arm has been specially prominent in the wars of 
the East. Lord Cutve’s great victory at Plassey, 
(June 23, 1757,) which gave Bengal to England, 
was almost entirely an artillery action, the Nabob 
bringing into the field against him a large train of 
heavy guns drawn by white oxen. The severe 
loss suffered by the English at Sobraon (1845) was 
chiefly inflicted by the Sikh cannon, there being 
no close fighting till near the end of the battle. 
Daring the sepoy mutiny of 1857 the enemy’s gun- 
ners, previously trained by English officers, caused 
£0 much annoyance that the batteries are now, as 
a precautionary measure, served exclusively by 
European soldiers. The Egyptian gunners who 
shelled the British camp a few days ago seemed to 
have learned their lesson equally well. A veteran 
Hindu warrior once explained the steadiness of 
his tribe undera cannonade, and their evident 
dread of the bayonet, by saying, “‘We do not mind 
the * big pistols,’ (cannon,) for they are a long way 
off; but we don’t like the Sahibs (English) coming 
rightup tous, for then there is alook in their 
faces which says that they do not mean togo 
back.”

A German traveler, Herr LrepscHer, has 
recently written a book on the financial condition 
of Japan which clearly explains why it is that the 
Japanese Government is desirous of annulling its 
trade treaties, which prevent it from changing the 
low range of duties in its tariff. It would seem 
that at the present time four-fifths of the revenue 
of the Government is raised by a land tax, the 
Customs dues bringing in but one-fifth of the 
gross amount. The Government taxes the land 
for the reason that this is about the only means it 
has of raising an internal revenue. The people do 
not distill liquor or grow and manufacture tobacco 
to any extent, hence no revenue js obtainable from 
these customary sources. But the tax on land, 
however necessary it may be, weighs down heavily 
upon agricultural enterprise. Taking the country 
as a whole, itis equivalent to 20 per cent. of the 
annual agricultural yield of the land. Herr Lirs- 
SCHER points out that in consequence of this bur- 
den of taxation it is impossible to take advan- 
tage of the natural resources of Japan. 
There is a large amount of land admirably fitted 
to raise cotton, but it is not possible to use it for 
this purpose in competition with land in India, 
Egypt, and this country, which is not so heavily 
handicapped with taxation. Itis this author’s opin- 
ion that if the Japanese could raise more of their 
revenue from their Customs dues, and thus relieve 
the tillers of the soil. it would not be a difficult 
matter to place the finances of the nation on a firm 
foundation. This is precisely what the Japanese 
Government is desirous of doing, but it is preyvent- 
ed from taking this step by the fact that England 
will not consent to abrogate its trade treaty, which 
fixes 10 per cent. ad valorem as the maximum 
charge inthe scale of duties. If the conditions 
were reversed, if tne English financial and landed 
interests were suffering in consequence of a trade 
treaty with Japan, it may readily be believed that 
the treaty would have a very short existence.

It is a little late, pernaps, to warn keepers of 
Summer resorts in the vicinity of the City that the 
time for neglecting the drainage, sewerage, and 
sanitary condition of villages intended to attract a 
large population during the heated term has passed 
by. The subject has been repeatedly urged upon 
our suburban proprietors during the last three 
years by such authorities as Col. Warine and 
CHARLES F. Wrincare, to say nothing of the host 
of obscurer engineers who wait to be employed in 
beautifying and renovating country towns. Last 
season very little discussion was occasioned. It 
was well known that the whole southern section 
of the valley of the Hudson, including Irvington, 
Dobbs Ferry, Hastings, Yonkers, and other mimic- 
ries of earthly paradise so far as external embel- 
lishment is concerned, was infected with malaria 
toadangerous extent, the taint extending as far 
north as Cornwall and Newburg, and embracing 
the districts about Cold Spring and West 
Point. Probaply Prof. BarrHoLtomew 1s right 
when he calls attention to interference-with the 
natural course of surface drainage brought about 
by artificial ponds as one of the causes of 
malaria. Over-abundant shrubbery, the removal 
of tho belts of torest trees that formerly protected 
elevated locations from the miasmata of *e 
swamps, and in general the constant turning up 


of the soil incident to Jandscave gardening must. 


be regarded as among the causes that have operat- 
ed to produce disease in the Hudson River region. 
The depreciation of property values on: Staten 


Island—a fact now universally acknowledged and - 


lamented by holders of real estate—is frankly 
referred by physicians praeticing there to the 
same group of causes that are operating to de- 
populate the Hudson River valley. The recent out- 
break of malignant fever among the Italian labor- 
ers at Cornwall was by no means an accident, but 
a true indication of the sanitary condition of the 
whole tract from Yonkers to Newburg, with tne 
exception of a few very elevated regions. From 
the different resorts in New-Jersey most unfavora- 
ble reports come. There have been outbreaks of 
typhoid in Summer hotels, and malarial disease 
has been making rapid progress in Red Bank, Rah- 
way, and other villages along the railway lines. It 
should be added that the accessible sections of Long 
Island have proved themselves equally perilous. 
Whitestone, Bay Side,'Flushing, and other beautiful 
suburban retreats have for several years had a 
reputation for malaria which has seriously inter- 
fered with their advancement. Many other towns 
must now be embraced in the list; and when, 
crossing the Sound and sauntering along the Con- 
necticut shore, one stops at Stamford, Norwalk, or 
any of the pretty towns on the New-York and New- 
Haven route, one is confronted by the universal 
murmur of malaria, which has invaded Connecticut 
and is decimating its population from the south- 
west corner of the State as far north as Hartford and 
as far east as New-London. In point of fact, there 
is very little reason to prefer one suburban region 
within fifty mies of New-York to another. New- 
Jersey, Long Island, Staten Island, the valley of 
the Hudson, and the southern shore of Connecti- 
cut are allin the same category, and 1n all direo- 
tions there has been a sensible depreciation in real 
estate values. Now, if our suburban property- 
owners are actuated by wisdom in their coun- 
cils, they will see to it that mext year opens with a 
eomplete sanitary reform of the regions they re- 
spectively represent. There is no doubt that the 
question of healthfuiness will be pressed next year 
by New-Yorkers seeking Summer homes in the 
country with more decided persistence than ever. 
Some very unfortunate incidents have occurred 
this Summer, and they are not likely to occur 
again if vigilant and independent inquiry can pre- 
vent it.

Probably there is no Government in the 
world which knows its employes so well and re- 
wards them so well according to their services as 
that of her Britannic Majesty. Sometimes it hap- 
pens that men of little real capacity make a highly 
successful career as Governors, diplomatists, or 
Consuls in important places, because they have 
the good luck only to be at the heim in calm seas; 
but as a rule the true merit appears if it be there, 
is recognized and duly rewarded. When the 
British Consulship at New-York last became va- 
cant Lord CLARENDON’s pigeon-holes were full 
of applications before he filled it up, and the 
place was. we believe. vacant for months. Half 


sin peonie ni te biceitaenhio adh & great many” 
out of it were confident of their special and par 
ticular aptitude for the post, but it was given to a 
gentleman who had never tholight of ap. 
plying for it. Circumstances had years be- 
fore brought Sir Epwarp ARCHIBALD un- 
der the attention of Lord CLARENDON, and 
convinced that shrewd statesman that he 
was just the man fora post which for its due dis- 
charge requires a combination of qualities hard to 
find. It was desirable to have a lawyer, and Sir 
Epwarp had held a high legal position in the 
British provinces. Then, too, he was a man of the 
world in the best sense, was acquainted with this 
country, and possessed an urbanity, conciliatory 
demeanor, judgment, and address which made the 
Foreign Office feel tnat in an emergency he could. 
be thoroughly relied on to do the right thing. The 
emergency came, notably in our war, and it may 
be safely stated that during that period no two 
Americans worked much harder and were mora 
worried and bothered than Lord Lyons, then Min- 
ister at Washington, and Sir Epwarp Arcutratp, 
It was in recognition of his services at that time 
that he received the order of the Bath, and his 
Official career now closes with his appointment aq 
Knight Commander of St. Michael and St. George, 
and the highest pension in the power of the Crowu 
to award. No congratulations which Sir Epwaru 
and Lady Arcureatp receive will be heartier thax 
those of their American friends. But if the British 
Government is rarely oblivious of services ren-< 
dered, it has, on the other hand, a long memory 
where it entertains a sense of a lack of energy and 
good-will on the part of a servant. Col. Brack< 
ENBURY is experiencing this very unpleasantly just 
now, and probably will continue to doso. He was 
appointed Director of the Detective Service in Ire- 
land, with asalary of $7,500 a year, but within a 
few weeks resigned it, having some misunder- 
standing with Lord SpencrR, and it is believed an- 
ticipating that he would at once be invited to oc- 
cupy in Egypt the important staff appointment he 
formerly held. But the Colonel is instead simply 
relegated to his regiment, and has got a black mark 
against his name which may never be wholly efs 
faced.

ARABIS EARLY HISTORY 


BORN IN THE DELTA AND ACTIVE 
IN HALIM’S CAUSE. 
DISMISSAL OF THE SPANISH STORY—YEARS 

HE SERVED IN THE ARMY BEFORE HE 
ROSE TO EMINENCE—HALIM’S SECRET 
AGENT HIS DEVOTED FRIEND—ISMAIL’S 
ATTEMPT TO PUT HIM OUT OF THE WAY. 
ALEXANDRIA, Aug. 10.—It is worth 
while, I think, to give your readers a connect- 
ed and truthful account of the early years of 
Arabi Pasha’s history, since so many improb- 
able things have been printed about him in 
Europe, He has béen set down for a native of 
Spain, and been declared to have lived long in 
the Peninsula, while he has even been said to 
have served in the warehouse of a merchant 
of Liverpool. Whence he came and how he 
rose are, however, as I shall relate in this let- 
ter. Arabi admits that he does not know in 
what year he was born, and although this may 
appear singular to the uninitiated, it is easily 
and satisfactorily explained by Orientals or 
by those acquainted with the East. In Egypt 
and Turkey time is not reckoned from one 
fixed point, but various events, such as a great 
fire, an earthquake, or an extrordinary rising 
of the Nile—inthe way that Americans often 
say this or that took place ‘‘during the war.” 
Arabi says he was born just after the indecent 
sheik was murdered in the mosque at Cairo, 
which event is supposed to have taken place 
in the year i835, or thereabout, so that he is be- 
tween 47 and 48 years old, although he main- 
tains that he is only 45. There is nothing remark- 
ble about his appearance. He resembles the 
ordinary middle class Egyptian one meets here 
every day in the streets or at Cairo. He stands 
5 feet 7 inches high, 1s inclined to be corpulent, 
has very small black, bloodshot eyes sunken 
deeply into his head, a heavy black and gray 
mustache, and the high cheek bones, wide 
nose, and lips denoting the African. His father 
wasa laborer ona State farm at Tautah, on 
the Delta of the Nile, and it was here that 
Abmed-el-Uraby was born. This farm was 
managed by a Swiss gentleman named Jean 
Ninet, and, curiously enough, the only Euro- 


pean nowin Arabi’s campis M. Ninet, who 
is in danger of being summarily dealt with by 
the English ifhe should be caught. Arabi re- 
ceived no education whatever. The little Ar- 
abic he can readand write he taught himself 
after he was grown. In his youth, however, 
he had learned to repeat many verses of the 
Koran, which he now uses freely, and being a 
»owerful speaker, he has always found eager 
isteners to his discourses. He worked upon 
the farm until the age of 26, when one day a 
recruiting corapany dashed through the vil- 
lage, and, as he was not fast enough in getting 
away trom them, was seized, put into irons, 
and taken off to Cairo, this being the ordinary 
Egyptian method of filling up the ranks. 

Arabi Pasha remained a private soldier for 
over 12 years, and was only promoted to the 
rank of Lieutenant through the influence of 
M. Ninet, whom he met accidentally at Thebes, 
where his regiment was hunting down some 
Bedouin robbers. This was-the turning-point 
in Arabi’s life. Gratitude is a great virtue 
among Arabs, and he became, so to speak, the 
slave of M. Jean Ninet. This gentleman, soon 
after the event, was dismissed by the late Khé- 
dive, Ismail Pasha, because he was known to 
favor Halim Pasha, the only surviving son of 
Mehemet Ali, and from whom Ismail had 
practically usurped the throne. M. Ninet had 
drotested against the wrong done to Halim, 
and actually went to Constantinople in hope 
of persuading the Sultan to reinstate him, 
but to no. effect. M. Ninet returned 
to Egypt and has’ ever since acted 
as Halim  Pasha’s secret agent, and 
the eventful period through which Egypt is 
now going is due very largely to his intrigues. 
He is 72 years old, but looks remarkably 
young for his age; he is tall, handsome, and of 
commanding appearance, and having lived all 
his life-time in the country, knows the language 
and people well. Heis known and respected 
by the majority of the natives, over whom he 
bas an enormous influence, and he is, after 
Arabi Pasha, the most noteworthy man of the 
revolutionary party. Lieut. Arabi was de- 
voted to Ninet, and the latter not only per- 
suaded him to espouse Halim Pasha’s cause, 

but used him also as an intermediary in get- 
ting other officers to do the same. Hesaw that 
if anything was to be done it could only be 
done through the Army, and the only way of 
getting at the Army was through Arabi. Ru- 
mors were ingeniously spread that this officer 
was inspired by the Prophet, and this had such 
an effect upon the Army and the people that 
the Government thought it wise policy to pro- 
mote him. He was therefore gazetted a Major. 
M. Ninet, when in Alexandria, lived with Mr. 
Douglas Gibbs, the agent of the Eastern Tele- 
graph Company, but whenin Cairo was the 
guest of the Princess Toussoun, who favors 
Halim. The Princess’s palace soon became 
the rendezvous of Arabi, Ninet, and their fol- 
lowers. 

The great point was to enlist the sympathies 
of the lower classes, and this could only be 
done through the press, but how and where to 
print this secret revolutionary paper was a 
matter for serious consideration. It was at- 
tempted once or twice in Cairo, but the enter- 
prise was discovered by the Secret Police, and 
all who were proved to have any connection 
with it were severely punished. It was then 
resolved to issue the paper abroad, and the 
Princess Toussoun provided the necessary 
funds. The paper was called Abou Nadara, 
and was printed by James Sanua, of No. 48 
Avenue de Clichy, Paris, and was smuggled 
into Egypt, tightly packed in sardine boxes. 
Once in the hands of the revolutionary, or 
Young Egypt, party, it was easily distributed. 
It was written in common Arabic, so as to be 
understood by the people, and contained wvod- 
cuts which to us would appear ridiculous, but 
which have had great effect on the multi- 
tude. One represented the Khédive in the 
act of being baptized by an English clergy- 
man; in another he was selling the country (a 
slave in chains) to England, and in another 
the Khédive’s eldest son (the present Khédive) 
was represented as falling from his horse while 
reviewing his troops—such an accident being, 
of course, highly disgraceful to any Arab. 
These papers were eagerly sought by Arabi’s 
partisans, and did not fail to produce the de- 
sired effect; but as 99 per cent. of the villagers 
could not read, emissaries were sent all over 
the country, traveling from village to village, 
where they were surrounded by the people, 
who eagerly listened to promises of free grants 
of land, exemption from taxation and from 
the dreaded military service, if they 
would only support Arabi. The Khé- 
dive had mortgagea every inch of Egypt 
and every possible source of revenue to the 
bondholders, and what he did with the money 
will never be known. The tax-payers refused 
to pay the extortionate sums demanded of 
them; the interest on the foreign loans could 
not, consequently, be paid, and, to the delight 
of Arabi’s party, England and France semi- 
officially interfered. Pressure was put on the 
Khédive, who foolishly allowed all the high 
positions of trust to be filled by men sent from 
the English and French Foreign Offices. The 
management of the Post Office, Custom-house, 
inland revenue, Ministry of Finances, light- 
bouse, and port dues, and, in fact, every source 
of revenue, was handed over to these foreign- 
ers, to the exclusion of natives, thousands of 
whom were dismissed the service, and, aS Was 
to be expected, joined Arabi’s party. 

Up to this time Major Arabi was unknown 
to Europe; in fact, his name had never been 
mentioned, but now he boldly asserted him- 
self, and foreign politicians found out that all 
was not milk and honey in the Valley of the 
Nile. Mr. Charles Rivers Wilson, the English 
Controller, not content with handling all the 
revenue of the country, made himself obnox- 
ious to all Egyptians by interfering with in- 
ternal politics. Representations were made 
to the Khédive that this must be stopped, and 
the British Consul-General was informed 
that if Mr. Wilson did not exclusively 
attend to his own business the people 
would take the matter into their hands, 
which they shortly afterward did. The Sultan 
bad by this time heard of Arabi, and, like a 
keen Oriental, promoted him to the rank of 
Colonel, wishing to become popular with the 
popular party. On the very day upon which 
be received his commission of Colonel, which 
entitled him to the rank of Bey, Arabi held a 
review of the troops in Cairo, which was at- 
tended by thousands of the inhabitants. He 
told the troops that he was inspired by the 
Prophet to fulfill a holy mission, the motto of 
which was ‘Egypt for the Egyptians,’ and 
that he would see that all the Europeans who 
were drawing enormous salaries were dismissed 
and their places filled by natives, who were 
now starving. The proceedings of this eventful 
day did not end here, asa few ofticers, followed 
by an enthusiastic crowd, went to the Ministry 
of Finances, where they violently assaulted Mr. 

Charles Rivers Wilson, his secretary, Blum 


Pasha, and other Europeans. The officers 
were arrested by order of the Khédive, but 
were liberated the same day by Arabi Bey, 
who marched his regiment to the prison, de- 
manded the release of the officers, and upon 
being refused ordered his men to break open 
the jail. After releasing the imprisoned officers 
they marched back to barracks, the band play- 
ing, ‘‘See the conquering hero come.” The 
next day all the world knew who Arabi Bev 
was, and within a week British, French, and 
other men-of-war were dispatched to Alexan- 
dria. The foreign Consuls advised the Khédive 
to arrest Arabi and send him to the Scudan. 
Ismail Pasha desired no better advice, as once 
Arabi was in his power he could give him the 
usual poisoned cup of coffee, which he had 
hitherto so successfully administered to others. 
A message was sent to him stating that the 
Khédive required his advice, and on his ar- 
rival at the palace he was placed in the guard- 
room. a prisoner, where, however, he did not 
long remain, as one of the soldiers who were 
guarding him sent word to M. Ninet, who 
now acted as Arabi’s lieutenant, and in half 
an hour the palace was surrounded by a mob, 
who threatened to murder the Khédive and 
every European in Cairo if their leader was 
not liberated. Arabi was allowed to go, the 
mob cheered, the Europeans took refuge 
in their houses, and _ politicians discov- 
ered for the first time that the fel- 
laheen was not a man of straw, but 
quite a dangerous and strong element. 
The recall of Mr. Rivers Wilson, who was 
knighted by the Queen, the bankruptcy of the 
Egyptian Government, the dismissal of the 
Khédive by the Sultan, the appointing of his 
son Tewfik in his place, the Riaz Pasha Minis- 
try, the surrounding of the palace by 4,000 
troops with two batteries of artillery headed 
by Arabi, the Khédive’s submission, the ap- 
pointment of Arabi to the Ministry of War, 
his new title of Pasha, the two imperial Otto- 
man missions to Egypt, the massacres of Alex- 
andria, Arabi’s defiant attitude, the bombard- 
ment of the forts, and the present war closely 
follow one another, and are fresh in the mem- 
ories of the public. 


POLO AT NEWPORT. 


PLAY NOT SO BRILLIANT AS USUAL—THE 


BLUES DEFEAT THE REDS.

DR. THEODORE YOUNG K@#NNY 
ARRESTED FOR MALPRACTICE. 
A CASE WHICH WILL CREATE SCANDAL IN 
HIGH SOCIAL CIRCLES—MR. GEORGE L. 
DAVIDSON, THE HUSBAND OF THE VIC- 

TIM, ALSO UNDER ARREST. 

Dr. Theodore Young Kenny, a well-known 
homeopathic physician of Paterson, N. J., is under 
arrest at Police Head-quarters in this City, ona 
charge of malpractice. The husband of the young 
lady who is the victim of the malpractice is also 
under arrest. His nyme is George L. Davidson, and 
he is a man of wealth and high social posi- 
tion. The details of the crime are of 
a highly sensational nature. At about 1 o’clock 
yesterday afternoon Garrett May, an employe of 
the Iron Steam-boat Company, while on the wharf 
at the foot of West Twenty-second-street, saw a 
cigar-box floating in the dock. He obtained a 
boat-hook and brought it ashore. On opening it 
he found it to contain the body of a female child of 
about five months’ development, and he at once 
placed the box and its contents in the hands of 
Patrolman Kelly, of the special service squad,who 
brought the box to Police Head-quarters and de- 
livered it to Inspector Byrnes. The contents of 
the cigar-box, exclusive of the body, were a heavy 
stone-china soap-dish and a match-box such as are 
in common use at hotels. The body, which was all 
crushed out of shape, was wrapped in a piece of 
common brown paper, which was thoroughly 


water-soaked. Detective Sergeants Dolau and 
Adams were dispatched with the soap-dish and 
match-box to make a search of the principal hotels 
and to ascertain what hotels used articles of that 
description and to find out whence they came. 
While they were engaged In the search, In- 
spector Byrnes, who had taken personal charge 
of the case saw some pencil-marks on the paper 
in which the body had been wrapped, and which 
were illegible owing to the wet condition of the 
paper. He had the paper dried and then the 
writing came out distinctly, The  inscrip- 
tion was, “Geo. . Davidson, Room 121 
Fifth Avenue Hotel.” The Inspector went 
to the hotel with Detective Sergeant Heidelberg, 
and on making inquiry at the office learned that 
Room No. 121 was occupied by Mr. Davidson and 
his wife. The Jady was reported as being very 
sick. It was also learned that the soap-dish and 
match-box found with the body were such as are 
used in the hotel. One ot the attachés of the hotel 
Was senttothe room undera pretext, and when 
he returned to the office he reported that the soap- 
dish and match-box were missing from the room. 

Mr. Davidson, who was in attendance upon hia 
sick wife, was called out of the room and was put 
under arrest. He was brought to the Central 
Office, and was there informed of what had 
been discovered. He was terribly excited 
and offered fabulous sums of money to be 
released and to have the case suppressed. Finding 
that these tactics would not prove successful he 
admitted his guilt and made a full and detailed 
confession of what had been done. He said 
that his wife’s maiden name was Mamie Baldwin, 
and she was a daughter of ex-Judge Baldwin, 
formerly of the Supreme Court of New Jersey. 
Her parents and family are prominent residents of 
Paterson. He was married to Miss Baldwin six 
weeks ago in Paterson and at once started on a 
wedding tour through the northern part of the 
State and Canada. They arrived in_ this 
City from Canada on Friday last and 
took rooms at the’ Fifth-Avenue Hotel. 
During their wedding tour it became apparent 
that his wife was in a condition not warranted by 
the short time which had elapsed since their mar- 
riage, and she was inaterrible state of mind in 
consequence. She feared the shame of an ex- 
posure, and insisted that she would not under any 
circumstances permit her condition to become pub- 
lic. She threatened that if he did not assist 
her in getting rid of her unborn offspring she 
would contrive to accomplish the act herself and 
take the consequences. On Friday Mrs. Davidson 
appeared to be very lll and laboring under great 
excitement. Her husband thereupon _ tele- 
graphed to Dr. Kenney, who is the fam- 
ily physician of the Baldwins and had 
kmown Mrs. Davidson, from childhood. He 
came to this City in response to the telegram on 
Friday night, and the whole facts in the case were 
laid before him. Davidson says that he promised 
Dr. Kenny $2,000 if he would relieve bis wite from 
her dilemma, and he consented. The Doctor 
came to the hotel on Saturday and placed 
her under treatment, and called again on 
Monday and Tuesday. He remained all 
night on Tuesday, and at about 1 o'clock on 
Wednesday Mrs. Davidson was delivered of a still- 
born child. The question then arose how to dispose 
of the body. and Mr. Davidson says that Dr. Ken- 
ny suggested that it be placed in a cigar- 
box, with something weighty to sink it, and 
be thrown into the river. The cigar-box was 
procured, and Davidson wrapped the body ina 
piece of paper which had been used in wrappinga 
purchase he had made, without discovering that the 
paper bore his name and address. There was nothing 
available for weights to sink the box but the soap- 
dish and match-box, and he inelosed them in the 
box. By the time the box was prepared it was 
dayligbt. Mr. Davidson, with the box under his 
arm, left the hotel at about noon to dispose of the 
evidences of the crime. He boarded @ Twenty-third- 
street Cross-town car and rode to the foot of the 
street. There was no opportunity to throw the 
box into the water unobserved there, and Mr. 
Davidson goton an Erie ferry-boat, and, when in 
midstream dropped the box overboard. Unfor- 
tunately for him it was not heavy enough to s.nk, 
and was carried into the slip of the Iron Steam- 
boat Company. Dr. Kenny left the hotel during 
the morning and went to his home, at No. 70 Fair- 
street, Paterson. When Davidson returned to the 
hotel he told his wife what he had done, but she 
Was so weak that she could scarcely comprehend 
what had passed. 

After hearing Mr. Davidson's statement Inspec- 
tor Byrnes summoned Coroner Brady, as tt was 
necessary that an inquest should be held on the 
body of the child, which had been sent to the 
Morgre. To the Coroner Mr. Davidson 
reiterated the statement made by him to 
Inspector Byrnes, and added some minor 
details. This statement was taken down in writ- 
ing, and was signed and sworn to by Mr. David- 
son. Previous to that, however, the Inspector had 
induced Mr. Davidson to write a_ tele- 
gram to Dr. Kenny summoning him to 
the Fifth-Avenue Hotel at once. This 
telegram was dispatched, and it was confidently 
believed that Dr. Kenny would respond to it in 
person. Detective Sergeants Heidelberg and Rogers 
were sent to the hotel to watch forhim. fearing 
that Dr. Kenny might suspect that there was 
something wrong, and that he would therefore 
remain away, Coroner Brady issued a warrant for 
his arrest, and Detective Sergeants Adams and 
McNaught were sent last night to Paterson to 
arrest bim. Coroner Brady, accompanied by 
Police Surgeon Dorn, then went to the hotel 
to take Mrs. Davidson's statement. They found 
her extremely weak, but her mind was perfectly 
clear. At the request of the Coroner she made a 
statement corroborating in every particular that 
made by her hushand. 

The officers who had been sent to the hotel to 
arrest Dr. Kenny if he came there in response 
to the telegram were successful. They se- 
cured & room immediately opposite that 
occupied by Mrs. Davidson. At about 
11 o'clock he arrived at the _— hotel 
and went directly to the room. He was arrested 
before he had an opportunity to enter the 
room and see his patient. He was brought 
to Police Head-quarters and locked up. Dr. 
Dorn said last night that Mrs. Davidson 
was in a dangerous state, owing to the treatment 
to which she bad been subjected, but he hoped that 
she would recover. She is now under the 
eare of a physician and a trained nurse, 
and evesything has been done to make her 
comfortable until the arrival of her relatives, 
who have been informed of her condition. She is 
but 20 years of age, and of great personal beauty 
and highly accomplished. Her husband is 23 years 
old. He is possessed of wealth and lives on 
his income. His family formerly resided in 
Brooklyn, but they now reside in Westchester 
County. He feels very keenly the terrible condi- 
tion in which his imprudence has placed him and 
his unfortunate wife. The accused Doctor will bo 
arraigned at the Coroner’s office to-day for exam- 
ination.

THE CHICAGO POST OFFICE. 

WasaINGTON, Sept. 6.—The report of the 
Post Office Commission on the Chicago office 
reached the department to-day. The commission 
finds that the work in the office, which has been 
increasing rapidly during the last few years, is still 
keeping pace with the progress of thecity. It 
found a scarcity of clerks to do the work properly, 
and that almost all of those employed were under- 
paid. The commission recommends the abolish- 


ment of 5 positions and the appointment of 58 
additional clerks, making 899 clerks for the office. 
It states that the carrier service is getting some- 
what rusty, and cordially approves of the proposed 
change in the Superintendent incharge. It recom- 
mends an improvement in the approaches to the 
building that will greatly facilitate the bandling of 
the 80 tons per week of second class matter depos- 
ited by the publishers. The report speaks well of 
the Postmaster and his chief assistants, who are 
endeavoring to make a first-class service. It also 
recommends that the compensation of 260 clerks 
be increased. Asan illustration of the amount of 
matter in transit that is handlea at the Chicago 
office the report refers to the fact that the pieces 
of this class of matter passing through the Chicago 
registry office number more than are handled at 
the New-York, Philadelphia, and Boston offices

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CHICAGO MARKET FEATURES. 
ANOTHER SUIT IN CONNECTION WITH THE 
JULY WHEAT DEAL—PRODUCE GENER- 
ALLY LOWER. 

Cuics: . Sept. 6.—Another suit in connec- 
tion with the July wheat deal was begun to-day, 
John T. Lester obtaining an injunction from Judge 
Jameson restraining the Board of Trade from ex- 
pelling him for failure to fulfili his contracts for the 
delivery of No. 2Spring wheat. Among other affi- 
davits filed by Lester with his bill of complaint is 
one by William T. Baker, who swears that the 
price was forced up from 105 to 136, and thatina 
conversation with Philip Armour on_ the 
20th of last June Armour said he and 
his associates “had the deal in July 
wheat; that there was the biggest short interest in 


the market that ever existed; that they were 
going to ship out all the cash wheat and put the 
market in such a shape that ne committee could 
decide against them; that when they went into 
this operation they borrowed money enough to go 
through with it; that he had borrowed mero 
money than had ever been borrowed before in 
Chicago by any one man; that he did not know 
but that some of these fellows would call on him 
for a couple of million of dollars some day, and he 
wanted to have it ready to put up.” 

On ’Change to-day the markets were rather ac- 
tive and mostly irregular. The general tendency 
early inthe day was to higher prices, but they 
sagged toward noon, and were quite weak at the 
close. The receipts of grain were smaller, and this 
tended to higher quotations, both there and in hog 
products, but the weather was fine and favorable 
to a large movement of stuff from the farm, while 
the bears were hammering away with the 
biggest figures they could think of for 
the crop yield of this year, both here 
and in Europe. The market declined still further 
in the afternoon, especiallyon the long futures. 
Regular wheat wasin fair demand early, at higher 
prices, and dull later at an easier range. The mar- 
ket for this month averaged about the same as on 
Tuesday, while October was relatively weak, the 
discount widening about 1 cent. This fact was sup- 
posed to be due to a better demand for Spring 
wheat by a Milwaukee firm, while the receipts of 
both kinds were much smaller, but there was 
little demand for futures after the first 
half hour, and the market fell back 
in sympathy with corn. The demand for red 
wheat is good enough to keep — at a decided 
premium, and there is reason to believe that buy- 
ing will continue for some time yet on saies for 
export made at much higher prices, while some 
people claim that the farmers are not yet educated 
in a willingness to se!l much wheat below the basis 
of $1 per bushel in Chicago. Corn was active and 
irregular. The market was much stronger in the 
early part of the day: this month advanced 244 
cents, but fell off 2 cents, and closed at an im- 
provement of only 14 cent, while the larger futures 
were weaker, 

The British markets were quoted dull, but our 
receipts were smaller, and a good shipping de- 
mand took the diminished current supply will- 
ingly at an advance till discouraged by the weak- 
ening on futures. Probably the fine weather in- 
vited short selling orders from outsiders, and the 
cue was taken by the local operators. It was also 
thought by some that home conditions warranted 
selling. The long line of corn held for the 
Rieker account was understood to have been 
operated on by selling some 4,000,000 bushels 
during Saturday and Monday, and buying it back 
on Tuesday. If this operation were really per- 
fected it would acconnt for the slackened demand 
to-day. which invited vigorous selling later in the 
day. The strength for the month as compared 
with October was well maintained, and there were 
some suspicions that the pins have been set for a 
September squeeze, the operation being encour- 
aged by the late decision about July wheat. Mess 
Dork closed 35 to 40 cents lower; lard 25 cents 
ower; short ribs firmer; red Winter wheat % 
cent lower; regular wheat 44 to 134 cents lower;

BOYCOTTING A NEWSPAPER. 
RED BANK MERCHANTS OBJECT TO A FREE 
PRESS—-THEIR OFFENSE INDICTABLE, 

RED BANK, N. J., Sept. 6.—This town is 
excited over an attempt by some of the business 
and professional men to boycott the Red Bank Re- 
gister because its editor published, on the authority 
of two of the leading physicians of the place, that 
there were a few cases of typhoid fever and ma- 
laria, and editorially advocated a complete system 
of sewerage. Uponthe publication of the paper 
John L. Wheeler, Judge of the Court of Common 
Pleas: Henry Schroeder, druggist; H. H. Curtis 
and William A. Cole, merchants, drew up a paper 


pledging themselves to withdraw all patronage 
trom John H. Cook, editor of the egisier, and 
went around among the business men to secure 
signatures. To the merchants they stated 
that Cook had ruined their business’ by 
his course, and that in order to get even 
they intended to ruin him. They secured 
quite a number of signatures, among others 
Judge John L. Wheeler, attorney at law; Henry M. 
Nevius, lawyer; Henry J. Child, Justice of the 
Peace: H. E. Schroeder & Co., druggists; S. A. 
Lockwooa, druggist; Adlem & Cole, dry goods; L. 
W. Sleeper & Co., house furnishing goods; Philip 
Stoffel, tobacconist; P. Kroener, grocer: R. W. 
Cooke, dry goods; R. T. Smock, dry goods; Wil- 
liar B. Plechner, fancy goods; Charles G. Dennis, 
West End Hotel; Joseph W. Stillwell, butcher; H. 
H. Curtis, hatter; J. A. Throckmorton, {umber mer- 
chant. 

The men admit having signed the petition, and 
there are still others who are reported to have 
signed it. The rival editor placed a copy of his 
paper upon a bulietin-board in front of his office, 
and upon the margin of it was written: ‘*A Damb 
Imposition! Mob Cook!’ Philip Kuth, a barber, 
advocated the tarring and feathering of Mr. Cook, 
and stated that he would like to assist in the opera- 
tion. 

When it became certain that an organized at- 
tempt to destroy the business of the Aegisler was 
being made, the matter was laid before Senator 
John 8. Applegate and Col. William Pintard, the 
paper’s legal advisers. Aftera search of the law 
Senator Applegate stated that a combination 
to destroy a business way an indictable offense, 
and that every man that had signed the 
petition could be indicted, and upon convic- 
tion sent to State prison for a_ term of 
years. Legal steps will therefore be taken 
at the October term. There were many other mer- 
chants invited to sign, but refused on the ground 
that it was too low a business for them to be en- 
gaged in, ex-Mayor William T. Corlies, the leading 
clothier of the town, asserting that, although boy- 
cotting might doinsome countries, it would not 
do for civilized America. The Aegister is the lead- 
ing Republican paper of the county, and its editor 
isamember of the County Executive Committee. 
The ringleaders of the gang of boycotters are all 
Democrats, and one of them—Judge Wheeler—is a 
candidate for County Clerk, and it is supposed that 
he was influenced to the course he took in order to 
get the paper out of the way so that it could not 
oppose his election.

THE SALE OF CANONCHET. 
MATTER CARRIED TO THE UNITED 
STATES COURT—A SHREWD GAME. 

PROVIDENCE, Sept. 6.—The sale of Canon- 
chet has resulted far differently from what Trustee 
Chafee anticipated. In fact, it has opened upa 
new and perplexing branch of the tiresome 
Sprague litigations. Mr. Chafee failed to make a 
delivery to Frank D. Moulton of the estate, al- 
though the latter made a tender of 20 percent. of 
the amount bid at the auction sale providing Mr. 
Chafee would turn over Canonchet tohim. Mr. 
Chafee drove him down tothe strip of beach which 
goes with the property, and wanted to make 


a delivery of that in lieu of the main 
property, to which Mr. Moulton objected. Mr. 
Chafee then had him cited to appear before the Su- 
preme Court for the purpose of torcing him to com- 
plete his contract. This matter was heard and Mr. 
Mouiton was discharged, having proved his tender 
and the non-delivery by Mr. Chafee. To-day Mr. 
Moulton and his attorney, A. M. Cunningham, of 
Brooklyn, came to this city, and, through Messrs. 
A. & A. D. Payne, filed a bill in equity in the 
United States Circuit Court, which is bound to 
make a delay in the final settlement of the Sprague 
trust estate. The bill sets forth that Mr. Moulton 
bought Canonchet in good faith, and that he has 
ever been ready to carry out his agreement. The 
Trustee and Gov. Sprague are made codefendants, 
and Mr. Moulton prays that either Mr. Chafee’s 
title be pronounced good and Gov. Sprague be 
ejected from Canonchet, or else,if Gov. Sprague’s ti- 
tle be maintained, that Mr. Chafee shall indemnify 
him for all losses growing out of the transaction. 

In a nutshell, the situation is this: All other 
means of testing the validity of the trust deed 
having gi been dissipated, because the 
Statute of Limitations debarred the creditors of 
the estate from suing the Trustees, Mr. Moulton 
and Gov. Sprague, by the advice of Gen. Butler, 
have played a shrewd game, and have got the 
Trustee in a position where he must defend his 
title and prove that be has the right to dispose of 
the trust estate. The subpm@nas were issued to- 
night, and before the Supreme Court opens to- 
morrow, and before Judge Hines shall have had 
time to decide whether he ought to send Gov. 
Sprague’s case down to the lower court for a full 
hearing, the case in the United States Court will 
be under way, to hold on nobody knows how long, 
especially whea the eourt at Washington looms up 
in the distance.

THE ALMSHOUSE CONSPIRACY. 
M@RE ARRESTS IN PHILADELPHIA—OTHERS 
EXPECTED—PHIPPS'S MOVEMENTS. 


PHILADELPHIA, Sept. 6.—Rumors which 
have been afloat for several days, to the effect that 
more arrests were to be made in connection with 
the Almshouse frauds, were substantiated this 
evening by the arrest of James S. Brown, who was 
Storekeeper under Phipps,and Mrs. Kate Adams,the 
former Matron, with whom Phipps and his wife 
had engaged to board and furnish their own pro- 
visions. These persons were charged, on oath of 
John Huggard, the new President of the Board of 
Guardians, with conspiracy to defraud the 
city by removing and appropriating to their 


own use goods and chattels belonging to 
the city. They were taken before a magistrate 
and committed in default of $5,000 bail each fora 
further hearing. It was expected that the next 
time the Committee of One Hundred went gunning 
it would be for larger game,and the names of 
ex-President James S. Chambers, ex-Secretary R. 
S. Williamson, and one or two other members of 
the old Board of Guardians were freely used. Mr. 
Chambers remained in his effice much of the 
day, expecting the appearance of a consta- 
ble with a warrant, but none came. He 
said he was prepared for such an 
event, and was ready to give $50,000 bail if re- 
quired. Mr. Matthews, the contractor whose 
statements furnished the ground for the arrest 
of Phipps, is reported to have said 
that there was a regular pool in which 
certain contractors, the ex-Superintendent, and at 
least two members of the old board participated, 
the divisions of the spoil being regularly made in 
the offices of one ot the latter; also that several 
instances are known in which goods have been 
paid for, but which have not yet been delivered. 

Matthews has prerared a more detailed state- 
ment, but it is withheld from publication. It is 
known, however, that it was verified from official 
sources sufficiently to induce a lawyer to advise the 
arrest of one of the members of the old 
Board of Guardians, in addition to that of 
Phipps and two of its officers, on acharge of con- 
spiracy to defraud the city. Matthews, who Is said 
to have turned against Phipps and the others be- 
cause he never received $8,000 due him, was very } Colorin 
circumstantial in his affidavit, and in every mate- SHE 
rial point 1t was verified by a comparison with the 
City Controller's accounts. 

The members of the committees engaged in this 
investigation do not hesitate to say that they ex- 
pect to implicate several more persons in the 
frauds, but they prefer to wait till they 
are certain of their evidence before  tak- 
ing action. This evidence is goming in 
all the time, but they are very reticent in talking 
about it, and nothing definite can be obtained 
from them. Itis intimated that the contents of 
the iron safe found in Phipps’s lodgings gave them 
some valuable clues. It has been ascertained that 
Major Phipps aud his wife went to New-York on a 
late train the same night that he was arrested and- 
released on bail, but beyond that point no clue as 
to their movements has been obtained. A reward 
of 3500 has been offered for the absconder’s arrest, 
and copies of his photograph, which was not found 
till to-day, will be distributed as soon as they can, 
be made.

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MAKING A FINE RECORD 


‘A REMARKABLE SCORE MADE BY 
THE BRITISH RIFLEMEN. 
{SECOND DAY’S PRACTICE AT CREEDMOOR— 
THE AMERICAN TEAM AGAIN BEHIND THE 
VISITORS—TRYING TO DO TOO MUCH IN A 

SINGLE DAY. 


The British and American rifie teams prac- 
ticed on the ranges at Creedmoor yesterday. The 
American team shot only in the second stage, at 
800, 900, and 1,000 yards, while the British team be- 
xan at 200 yards and shot at all the distances which 
will be covered in the international match. The 12 
leading men in the British team made the remark- 
able score of 2,108 points out of a possible 2,520 
points. This was 80 points better than their score 
on Tuesday. In the second stage, at 800, 900, and 
1,000 yards, the British led the Americans by 66 
points, although the latter had improved their score 
by 64 points. Col. Bodine said that his team was 
“banged to pieces from shooting so long over all 
the ranges, and hereafter they wil! not attempt to 
cover all the ranges in a single day, with perhaps 
one exception.” 


The British team began shooting soon after 10 
o’clock at 200 yaras, the opening range of the first 
stage of the competition. The Americans opened 
at 800 yards, the first range of the second stage. 
The sky was overcast, giving a clear gray light, 
and the air was chilly. “This is much like our 
weather at home,” said Corp. Caldwell, of the 
British team. The Englishmen complied —— 
with the conditions which will govern the match 
by wearing their uniforms. The wind blew gently 
from the rear of the tiring points toward the 
targets. Sir Henry Halford performed his 
duties as Captain of the team and as 
“coach” at one of the firing-points. Adjt. 
Henry Smith ‘‘coached” the squad at the adjoin- 
ing target. The scorers were provided with min- 
Jature targets. Looking through the glass whena 
shot was fired, they accurately placed it on the 
small target with asmal!! pin bearing a rumber on 
its bead..« Each pin represented a rifleman, who 
had a number corresponding to it. Sir Henry and 
Adjt. Smith did notshoot. Neither officer proposes 
to shoot in the match unless compelled to 
do so by the illpess of some other member 
of the team. Sir Henry wore the Scotch bon- 
net belonging to the uniform of officers of 
his regiment. Observing that there were no 
Jadies present, he drew from his pocket his litile 
black pipe and filled it. Fiinging away a half- 
smoked cigar, he leaned back in his chair, and pre- 
pared to enjoy “solid comfort.” Sir Henry, Lieut.- 
Col. Walrond, and Major Humphry each woreon 
his breast a new decoration. it was made of red cel- 
Inloid, and looked like a pokerchip. ‘the word 
* council’’ was inscribed in German text on its sur- 
face, and it was suspended from a pin-bar by a blue 
and white ribbon. Sir Henry explained that it was 
the distinctive badge of members of the 
Board of Directors of the British National 
Rifle Association. Lieut. Heap, the hest rifle- 
man in the team, did not feel well 
yesterday, and he remained at Garden City. His 
absence reduced the number shooting to 15. The 
scores at the 200 yards’ range were of about the 
Same average merit as on the previous day, and 
the total score made by the first 12 menin the 
order of merit was 349, six points more than either 
team made on ‘ivesday at the same distance. Mc- 
Vittie made the only ‘‘miss” scored in the first 
stage of the competition at 200 yards. He re- 
trieved himself by making a clean score at 
5) yards. All but one of his shots at 
600 yards were also *‘ buii’s-eyes.”’ His final shot 
was marked an “‘outer,’’ counting 2. Adjt. Smith, 
who was spotting the shets at the target, insisted 
that the shot was a “ bull’s-eye,’’ and ought to have 
been marked us such, but it was not deemed worth 
while to ehallenge the shot. Major Humphry also 
made x complete score at 500 yards, and the score 
made by the highest 12 men at that distance was 
285, against 363 made on the previous day by the 
British, and 356 scored by the Americans. The 
score at 00) yards yesterday was 355, an increase of 
2 points over the score made by the Americans 
at that point on the previous day, and 9 points 
better than the British score made on the same 
occasion. 

The British completed their work in the first 
stage at 1:30 o'clock, just as the Americans finished 
shooting at the $00 yarus’ range. Both teams dined 
jn the same room at the club-house. A heavy 
shower of rain began to fall during the luncheon, 
and as it was still raining when the riflemen left 
the table, the adjutants of the respective teams 
took advantage of the opportunity to formally in- 
troduce the members of the two teams to each 
other. Gen. Woodward, Gen. Molineux, Col. Cow- 
perthwait, Col. Story, Col. Scott, and Judge Stan- 
ton reached the range during the hand-shaking, 
and the conversation began to be interesting, when 
Sir Henry. who had kept one eye on the weather, 
observed that the rain had ceased falling. ** Come 
boys,” he said,“ there’s no time to be lost,”’ and, 
vicking up his gun, he lighted his pipe and 
started for the field. Col. Bodine’s detach- 
ment followed and began their work at 
1,000 yards, as the British riflemen commenced 
dropping “* bull’s-eyes”’ into the targets at 800 yards. 
The flags hung close tothe masts. There was not 
wind enough to fiout them, and clouds obscured 
the sun. The score of the first 12 Americans at S800 
yards was 355, against 330 made by a similar num- 

ver Tuesday. This was 3 points less than was made 
by the British on Tuesday, who made 371 at that 
range yesterday. At 900 yards the seore of tune 
leading 12 Americans was 315, 3 points higher than 
their score of the previous day, and 10 points less 
than the Britisn score on Tuesday. The score of 
the Englishmen yesterday was 355. At1,000 yards 
the 12 leading menof the British “tied” a similar 
number of the Americans on 318 points. The Amer- 
icans fired two ‘‘strings’’ at 1,000 yards, but only 
the first one was counted in their scores, while the 
other was kept as arecord of the practice, They 
scored plenty of **duck’s-eggs.”’ Griffiths, Van Heu- 
sen, Irlam, Alder, and Ogden each got one. Paulding 
scored two “ misses,’’ and Smith made an “ angle”’ 
iron, which counted as a * miss’’ on his score.

STATEN ISLANDS COUNTY BUILDINGS. 

Under a State law recently passed 50 free- 
hoiders of any county whose Board of Supervisors 
do not exceed five may present a petition to such 


Supervisors to call an election, and take the sense 
of the people on the peony of removing the 
county buildings. Such a petition was presented 
at a meeting of the Board of Supervisors of Rich- 
mond County (Staten Isiand) yesterday. The 
hg upon which the petition was mainly based 

ere the isolated and almost inaccessible location 
of the buildings, and the enormous expense in- 
curred day after day in wagon hire for prisoners 
and peace officers. Supervisor Edward Crocheron, 
of Northfield, and Supervisor Oakley, of Westfield, 
wbjected to the election on the ground of the ex- 
pense to the tax-payers, and also because, in their 
opinion. the failure last year to secure an affirma- 
ive vote enced the matter until further legisiation 


is obtained. Theodore C. Vermilye, counsel to the 
board, claimed that the act was continuous, and 
that it was the duty of the Supervisors to call the 
election at any time the petition was presented. 
He added that the petitioners may mandamus the 
Supervisors and compel them to callit. Supervis- 
ors George Bechtel and Robert Moore voted to 
call the election, and the other two against it. The 
fifth Supervisor, Mr. Marsh, was absent, but when 
he returns he will vote in favor of submitting it to 
the people. It will require a three-fifths vote in the 
affirmative to effect the removal, and the expense 
must not increase the tax by more than one-half of 
1 per cent. on the assessed valuation.

TRAVELS IN THE WEST. 
—_—_-->—-———_ 
MR. VAN JOHNSON’S PEDESTRIAN TOUR 
FROM TEXAS TO CALIFORNIA, — 

Van Johnson, a native of Helsingfors, in 
Russian Finland, who has led an adventurous life 
as a sailor, and also as a traveler and wood- 
cutter in the far West, recently arrived in this City 
from Bath, Me. He had come there from Sicily 
on board a vessel laden with salt. Johnson is an 
intelligent man, 44 years of age, of strong build, 
light complexion, light colored hair, and blue eyes. 
To a Timks reporter he said: ‘I have seen a great 
deal of life out West. I became tired of the sea, 
and thought I would settle in Texas. J staid 


there some time, but got the fever and was 
obliged to quit. Ithen determined to go to Ari- 
zona, and if necessary as far as California. So I 
started across the mountains, and at Fort Wingate 
Imet two men who were from the Black Hills 
and were also going to Arizona. They had horses 
and a donkey and were well armed. I was footing 
it with a large pack containing my blankets, grub, 
&c., on my shoulder. My only weapon was a long 
knife, and as there were rumors that the Indians 
had overrun that part of the country I determined 
to travel with the two men for protection.” 

‘How could you keep up with mounted men %”’ 
the reporter asked. 

‘Keep up with them? Why, I had to slacken my 
pace for them to keep up with me. As I said, I 
started on with them, and one day when we 
reached Dead Creek we saw a mule entangled in a 
lasso in the brush, and two Indians armed with 
muskets sitting by the ereek. When they saw us 
they made off as fast as they could. I suppose 
they had stolen the mule. My companions disen- 
tangled the animal ana took possession of it. That 
night we camped a little further off, on 
a spot where some time previous! a 
German had been murdered’ by robbers. 
The next day we rode on to Hayward Station, 
where there sare a few stores. My companions 
went on to the creek to water and wash their ani- 
mals, and on their return, the mail agent there 
recognized the mule as belonging to him. He took 
it with very little ceremony, and my companions 
were not inclined to dispute his rights to it. The 
next morning, as we were ready to start,a storm 
came on, and a water-spout burst over the moun- 
tains. In a few minutes the water was rushing 
down the sides of the mountains, tearing down 
trees, boulders, and stones, and causing a general 
havoc, The creek, which had hardly any water. 
was, in less than an hour, converted into a foaming 
raging torrent. There are two Mormon settle- 
ments in that part of the country, and I went to 
one of them—a fortified camp. I asked for shelter 
and food in this camp and was told that they were 
all very poor. One of the Mormons, an English- 
mn, gave me some bread and milk for supper. In 
the morning my host showed me the road, and told 
me that 12 miles further on, at the mail station, I 
would find some food.” 

“Are there many settlements near this mail 
station?’ the reporter asked. 

“The coyotes are the only residents of that part 
of the country besides the mail agent himself and 
three or four strapping men,’”’ Johnson replied. 
“When I arrived there I could get neither food nor 
water, and had to travel on. In the evening I 
reached cedar brush. As it grew dark [{ came 
across a deep cut in which I found enough water 
to make coffee and prepare my supper of mush. | 
decided to camp here, and built afire. The coyotes 
kept me company. They sang me to sleep, and 
awoke me with thelr howlings.” 

From this place on to Prescott Johnson often fe!l 
in with emigrants and miners, al! of whom were 
kind to him. In the vicinity of Prescott he workea 
for two months on a wagon road and saved $80. 
Then he started for Greenwood, 110 miles to the 
south-west. The country gradually became 
wilder. In tho valley he found a_ lone 
settler from the South who entertained him in his 
hut overnight, and the day following he lost 
his way,and after long wandering finally struck 
Black Cation. “Jt ought to ne called Death's 
Cafion or the Land of the Dead,”’ Johnson remarked. 
“You see the high precipitous black rocks that 
form the sides of the cafion and huge boulders 
lying loosely on them, threatening every moment 
to roll down upon you. You don’t see apy buman 
being, no animal, not as much as araven, nor is 
there any wind to break the horrible silence. All is 
stillasdeath. Here and there you find some burned 
wood and a few tin cans marking the spot where 
travelers had camped, and here I slept.” After 
leaving the cafion the valley became wider, and 
further on he came tothe old Signal mill for sil- 
verore. Three miles distant was New-Virginia, 
a mining district, where were two other mills. 
the way to this place Johnson met a buteher’s boy 
ina wagon, and was invited to takearide. He ac- 
cepted the invitation, but got off before reaching 
the town, leaving his pack inthe wagon. On ar- 
riving there he could find neither boy 
nor pack, and to drown his disappointment 
he went and took some whisky. At night, 
while wandering in the outskirts in search of a 
camping ground, he fell into a well, dislocating his 
right shoulder and breaking his collar bone. His 
cries brought help, and aman pulled him out and 
took him to his bar-room. Here Johnson swooned, 
and when he recovered consciousness be found that 
his clothes bad been removed. <A crowd of the resi- 
dents that had come in had found Johnson's money 
and proceeded to spend it in drink. Four dollars had 
rolled under his bunk, and this he found afterward. 
The next day he had to leave. A German physician 
charged him $1 for some liniment, but a French 
doctor was kinder, and dressed his wounds gratis. 
Some miners and workmen got up a subseription 
for him, and after several weeks, on returning to 
the old Signal mill, be there found an ex-Russian 
convict who had escaped from Siberia. This man 
proved to be a Good Samaritan, gave Johnson a 
stock of provisions and some money, and attended 
to him until he was better. Assoon as he was 
able to do work, Johnson earned some money in 
chopping wood, and then footed it into California, 
where he worked on farms and at wood-cutting. 
‘*T earned a good deal of money here, but I used to 
read a great deal by night, and injured my eyes by 
bad light,”" he said. ‘ My health also failed me, 
and I took to the sea again to recuperate. Now I 
am going to work my way to California, where I 
can make a good living at wood-cutting and save 
money.”

A CONFLICT OF AUTHORITY. 

TWO WARDENS AT ONCE IN THE HUDSON 
COUNTY PENITENTIARY. 

The Hudson County Penitentiary at Snake 
Hill, N, J., has two Wardens, and the under keepers 
and prisoners are in doubt as to which of the two 
they ought to obey. The complication arises from 
the action of the old Democratic Board of Free- 


holders, who, in April, seized all the offices that 
ought to have been filled by their Republican sue- 
cessors. Just before the old board surrendered 
their seats to the new board, in May, the Demo- 
cratic retainers, holding places in the eounty in- 
stitutions, resigned with one exception, and the 
old board reappointed them for a year. The one 
exception was Joseph W. Bownes, the Warden of 
the penitentiary. His term had several months to 
run, and he would not enter into the combination. 
The relations existing between Bownes and the old 
board had not been very cordial, and the fear that 
he might not be reappointed possibly influenced 
his action. His failure to resign did not prevent 
the sehemers from carrying out fheir plans con- 
cerning the Wardenship. They appointed Frank 
Meehan, a man of unsavory reputation, to fill the 
oftice of Warden from the expiration of Mr. 
Bownes’s term. ‘The latter will be up on Sept. 13. 

On Tuesday evening Director at Large Budden, 
who is the presiding officer of the board, accom- 
panied Meehan to the penitentiary. Meehan had 
his wife and children and some of his household 
goods with him. Whenthe party arrived at the 
penitentiary Warden Bownes accompanied them 
to his private oflice. The keepers were then sum- 
moned, and Director Budden announced that Mr. 
Meehan was the Warden of the penitentiary, and 
that he must be obeved assuch. Mr. Bownes pro- 
tested, but the keepers gave in their adhesion to 
the new Warden. The prisoners were being 
marched to supper at about that time. Mr. 
Bownes, addressing them, stated the facts about 
the controversy over the Wardenship, and asked 
them to respect him as the Warden. The 
convicts gave three cheers for him by way 
of response, and were led by him to the 
supper table. Mr. Bownes refused to surrender 
the Warden’s rooms, but furnished Meehan’s fam- 
ily with other rooms, which they now occupy. He 
claims that the decision of the Supreme Court, 
holding that the Board of Freeholders had no right 
to fill vacancies occurring after the close of its own 
official existence, declares Meehan’s election irreg- 
ular, and he refuses to surrender the keys of the 
institution or the papers which are in his official 
custody to Meehan until the courts shall have or- 
dered him to do so. No serious trouble has result- 
ed so far from the singular conflict of authority, 
but itis feared that the effect of it on the disci- 
pline of the convicts may be such as to lead toa 
revolt among them. 
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SHOT BY AN EX-DETECTIVE. 
Charles Chambers, a waiter, living at No. 
170 Bleecker-etreet, was shot in the left leg, at 1:30 
o’clock yesterday morniug, by ex-Detective Sergt. 
Archibald Hamilton, of No. 20 Harrison-street. 


Hamilton had been spending the evening drinking 
with friends, and just before the sheoting ov- 
curred he left them to walk home. At Bleecker 
and Sullivan streets he noticed four or five men 
hustling a man, and suspecting that a robbery was 
being committed, he stepped up and asked what the 
matter was. The men immediately attacked him, 
knocked him down and kicked him. Hamilton 
drew arevolver and fired a shot, which scattered 
the men. His assailants soon got together again, 
and Hamilton fired another shot. This shot 
struck Chambers, who had seen the row from bis 
home, and was crossing the street tosee what the 
trouble was. Policeman O'Keefe heard the shots, 
and took Hamilton and Chambers to the Mercer- 
street station-house, whence Chambers was sent 
to the New-York Hospital. His wound was not 
dangerous. In the afternoon Justice Bixby admit- 
ted Hamilton to bail in $1,500. Hamilton resigned 
as a detective on Tuesday. and his resignation was 
accepted by the Police Commissioners. Chambers 
said yesterday that he would not prosecute Hamil- 
ton, as he was convinced that the shooting was 
unintentionah 
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MISCELLANEOUS CITY NEWS| 
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MR. SEYMOUR’S ARRUS1. 
FURTHER PARTICULARS CONCERNING HIS 


DISPOSAL OF S8TOLEN BONDS. 


Inspector Byrnes yesterday furnished some 
further particulars in regard to the arrest on Satur- 
day of Burritt G. Seymour. the broker, who was 
taken to Boston to answer a charge of negotiating 
stolen bonds. He is now in jail in that city in de- 
fault of $30,000 bail, In January last it was dis- 
covered that a compartment in a safe deposit com- 
pany’s vaults in State-street, Boston, had been 
opened and robbed of $20,000 in United States 4 
per cent. bonds and $14,000 in railroad shares. The 


securities belonged to Caleb Foote, of Salem, Mass. 
Detective Sergts. Adams and Haley were detailed 
to look after the bonds, and thev discovered that on 
the 14ch of January, Burritt G. Seymour, who for 
ears had been a member of the Open Board of 

rokers, had sold to J. 8. Tilney, of No. 2 Nassau- 
street, four Atchison, Topeka, and Santa Fé Rail- 
road bonds, two for $1,000 each and two for $500 
each, for $2,940. Mr. Tilney gave him a check for 
the amount on the Third National Bank to his 
order, and the check was cashed at the bank, on 
the indorsement and identification of Seymour, by 
a down-town broker. The bonds sold by Seymour 
were a portion of those stolen from the Boston 
Safe Deposit Company. The search for the rest of 
the bonds was continued, and it was discovered 
that on the 28d of January Seymour sold at the 
Park National Bank six Maple River Railroad 
bonds of $1,000 each for $6,026 88. ‘These bonds 
were purchased by the bank officials, under 
instructions, for Mr. John I. Blair, of Blairstown, 
N. J. These bonds also belonged to Mr. Foote. 
‘'wo months later it was discovered by the detec- 
tives that Seymour had opened an account with 
F. E. Trowbridge, a banker and broker at Wall 
and Broad streets, and deposited with him as col- 
lateral five Greene County bonds of $500 each, 
against which he from time to time drew checks 
amounting in the aggregate to $2,020 62. When 
this amount had been drawn out Mr. Trowbridge 
became suspicious of his customer, and told him 
he would have to renew his collaterals. At this 
Seymour became apparently very indignant, and 
closed up his account. The Greene County bonds 
also belonged to Mr. Foote. Meanwhile, search 
had been made for Seymour, and it was discovered 
that he lived in elegant style with his family at No. 
239 West Forty-eighth-street. This place was 
watched for weeks, but no trace of Seymour 
could be obtained. During June the family 
of Mr. Seymour suddenly left for the coun- 
try, and it was then learned that Sey- 
mour owned an elegant country residence 
near Islip, Long Island. A watch was kept upon 
both places, but Seymour appeared to have mys- 
teriously disappeared. While he was apparently 
missing and the detectives were searching for him, 
he sent by mail from Islip, Long Island, to James 
Haven, a broker, at No. 6 Broadway, a Denver 
city first mortgage water bond for $1,000, on which 
he wanted a loan. The broker discovered that 
the bond had been stolen from a jewelry store in 
Boston, and therefore declined to have anything 
to do with it, and sent it back toSevmour. The 
robbery of the jewelry store occurred on the 15th 
of July, on which date a gang of expert burglars 
forced an entrance to the store of Allison & Mason, 
at the corner of Atlantic-avenue and Congress- 
street, tore open the safe and carried off $10,000 
worth of jewelry and two one-thousand-dollar 
Denver city bonds. A circular describing the 
property stolen was sent to ull the banking firms 
in this City, and through this circular the char- 
acter of the bond sent by Seymour to Mr. 
Haven was disclosed. Onthe morning of the 2d 
inst. Seymour was seen to leave the house in West 
Forty-eighth-street, and was arrested by Detec- 
tives Adams and Haley. It has been learned that 
the twenty-thousand-dollar 4 per cent. Govern- 
ments belonging to Mr. Foote and stelen from the 
Safe Deposit Company were hypothecated with a 
firm of brokers in Philadelphia by a man closely 
resembling Seymour. Previous to this latter 
transaction Seymour was in the habit of wearing 
# heavy beard, but now he is smooth shaven. 
Nearly all the railroad bonds belonging to Mr, 
Foote have been recoyered. Inspector Byrnes 
does not know in what manner the robbery was 
accomplished, but it is suspected that some person 
in the employ of the safe deposit company was in 
collusion with the thieves.

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EX-SENATOR SEEBACHER MADE HAPPY. 

Civil Justice Alfred Steckler yesterday ren- 
dered his decision in the famous case of Freund 
aguinst Selig, This is the case in which the plain- 
tiff is the assignee of ex-Senator Jacob Seebacher, 
and in which the defendant, a Hebrew, is a stal- 
wart Police officer of the Broadway squad. The 
case was tried in Justice McCarthy's court, before 
Justice Steckler, on the Ist inst. The plaintiff 


claimed thatin the Fall campaign of 1880, when 
Jacob Seebacher was a Senator, he loaned $10 to 
Officer Selig, and, although the officer promised to 
repay the money onthe” next pay day,.”’ it was not 
then and never has been paid. The defendant de- 
nied that be ever borrowed as much asa single 
cent from the illustrious East Side statesman. He 
testified that at a political meeting where Demo- 
crats were being assessed for the expenses of a 
parade he offered to contribute $5. Senator Seo- 
bacher objected, saying that he (the defendant) 
should pay $10.

He said 
that he did not believe ex-Senator Seebacher would 
commit perjury for $10. He was satisfied, after 
carefully reading the testimony in the case, that 
Officer Selig did borrow that amount from the ex- 
Senator, and that the money had not been repaid 
to him or his assignee.

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MR. BERGH’S SUPERINTENDENT. 
WHY MR. THOMAS W. HARTFIELD WAS RE- 
MOVED FROM OFFICE. 

A story that Thomas W. Hartfield, the Su- 
perintendent of the Society for the Prevention of 
Cruelty to Animals, had been removed was con- 
firmed by Henry Bergh, the President, yesterday. 
Superintendent Hartfield was dismissed on Mon- 
day, and the reason Mr. Bergh said was on account 
of his intemperate habits. Tho President was 
loth to say anything about the matter, but de- 
clared it a duty he owed to the society to re- 
move the Superintendent. Mr. Hartfield is an 


Englishman, and when in England was connect- 
ed with the Life-saving service. He was appointed 
Superintendent of the society about seven years 
ago. He seemed to take a deep interest in the 
work, and it was witb pain that Mr. Bergh saw, 
three or four years ago, that the taste for liquor 
had obtained a mastery over him. Mr. Bergh said 
he talked with him, but his advice appeared to do 
nogood. One night last week Mr. Bergh learned 
Mr. Hartfield was out with a party the better part 
of the night. One of the company brought up in 
the station-house and was fined in the Police court 
the next morning. The time for action, Mr. 
Bergh thought, had come, and he discharged 
the Superintendent. ‘I could not tolerate it any 
longer,’ said Mr. Bergh, “‘and I really permitted it 
to go on much longer than I should have. 
For that I blame myself. People have often spoken 
to me about Mr. Hartfield. His looks showed that 
he was a drinking man, and the effect did not help 
the society. Imagine a leading officer of the societ 
going into courts of justice with his face rea wit 
drink. I regret that Mr. Hartfield’s removal be- 
came a matter of necessity, but it did, and I 
was obliged to do what I did.” Mr. Bergh 
was asked if it was true that money 
paid for removing animals and donations to the 
society had been embezzled as was reported. Mr. 
Bergh had nothing to say on the subject, and 
would not link Mr. Hartfleld’s name with the story. 
Mr. Hartfield, he said, handled very little money. 
Most of the donations came in the form of checks 
to the President. The business of the society was 
conducted in a systematic manner, and if there 
were peculations the amount could not be large. 
An officer of the society, Mr. Bergh said, would be 
promoted to the position of Superintendent 

Mr. Hartfield was not at home yesterday after- 
noon or last evening. Mrs. Hartfield said her hus- 
band was removed to make room for a relative of 
Mr. Bergh. Mr. Hartfield and Mr. Bergh were 
both rather quick-tempered, she said, and to dis- 
agreements the removal was indirectly due. She 
said nothing about the charge of intemper- 
ance made by Mr. Bergh, but indignantly 
denied that Mr. Hartfield was responsible for the 
disappearance of any of the soclety’s money, if 
any was missing. Mr. Harttield had been engaged 
in the work for 12 years altogether. At one time 
he performed the work of the Secretary and Treas- 
urer, but Mr. Bergh found persons to fill the two
